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Best Brookline Eleven 
In Years Downs Newton 
20-6 In Annual Classic 


Accurate Passing Brings Scores At End of Two 
Long Marches — Flagg To Beatty Pass 
Saves Newton From Shutout 


The strongest football eleven that 
has worn the colors of Brookline High 
School In yeurs trounced Newton High 
20-6 in the annual classic yesterday 
morning at Brookline field. A gallant, 
ever-battling Newton team yielded 
slowly to the overpowering offense of 
the Red and Blue. 

The outcome of the Turkey Day con- 
test between the two rivals was defi- 
nitely settled in the opening period. 
The Wealthy Towners kicked off and 
regained possession of the ball on 
a Newton kick when the orange and 
black failed to gain against the Brook 
line frontier. Brookline was 70 yards 
from the last white stripe when it 
began its march. A series of four 
first downs pushed Newton hack to 
its own 20-yard marker. The out- 
standing gain of this march was the 
only forward pass attempted, a 12 
yard advance on a Frank Kelly to Bill 
Kirraine. At the 20-yard stripe New- 
ton held for three downs, yielding 
hut six yards. Taking to the air 
again the first of three Brookline 
Kellys spun a perfect toss into the 
arms of fleorge Melville, speeding 
away from the Newton secondary right 
at the goalline. Ed Nixon, a con- 
sistent place-kick hooter, converted 
the point. 

Newton could get no farther than 
its own 45-yard line following the next 
kickoff and again punted into Brook- 
line territory. Starting from its own 
15 yard mark consistent plugging by 
Vin Leahy and co-captain Qob Car- 
roll brought the ball to the 40-yard 
mark. Then Frank Kelly got away 
on a sensational round through his 
own left tacklo. cutting into the 
Newton loft secondary to dodge his 
way to the Newton 20-yard line where 
he was downed on the final play of 
the period. 

When play was resumed Newton 
had again found itself defensively 
and held the Downes-tutored outfit. 
A few plays later Leahy recovered 
a Newton fumble to give his mates 
another shot, from the 20 yard mark. 
Advancing to the 25 Newton again

School Committee 
Against Using Old 
Franklin School 


The Newton School Committee on 
Monday night voted against the pro- 
posed use of the 68-year-old Franklin 
School on River st.. West Newton, as 
quarters for the vocational depart- 
ment of the Newton Trade School. 
This department is now located at the 
Hamilton School on Grove st., Lower 
Falls, and residents of that section 
have been demanding that the classes 
of the vocational school be located 
elsewhere. The suggestion was made 
that the old school on River st. be 
used for the vocational department 
pupils, and Mayor Childs approved of 
the idea. He stated that he would be 
willing to make a recommendation 
for an appropriation to make repairs 
on the old school so that it might be 
used. The River st. building was 
condemned several years ago by the 
School as unfitted for continued school 
use, and it has been supplanted by a 
new school on Derby st. near Cherr 
street. 

The School Committee was in- 
formed by Buildings Commissioner 
Campbell that it would cost $6200 to 
repair the old school building. Supt. 
of Schools Warren stated that it 
would cost $1800 to move machinery 
from the Hamilton to the old Franklin 
School, and $1741 additionally unnu 
ally for maintenance of the old school. 
A special committee will be appointed 
to consider the objections made by 
certain Lower Falls residents to the 
presence of the vocational school pu- 
pils in the Hamilton School. This 
committee will include Supt. of 
Schools Warren, Committee Member 
Knowlton of Ward 4, teachers at the 
Vocational Department, and members 
of the Lower Falls Improvement As- 
sociation.

About WPA Cost 
To Citv of Newton 


Alderman Curroll Hoffman of Ward 
who is one of t,he most insistent 
advocates of economy in th< Board oi 
Aldermey. moved at the meeting of 
the Board on Monday night that a 
snecial committee "i thn e be ap* 
nointed to confer with Harold Young 
sponsor’s agent for the city on WPA 
projects, relative to a study of this 
city’s expenditures on such projects 
Hoffman’s motion was the result of a 
r» commendation on the docket from 
Mayor Childs that $2000 he appropri- 
ated for WPA administrative expenses. 
Hoffman asserted that the Aldermen 
have not been obtaining adequate in- 
formation relative to these adminis- 
trative expenses. Hoffman said that 
the money may hnve been spent wise- 
ly and properly, hut the Aldermen 
have not been given adequate in- 
formation He commented that the 
Board goes over appropriations asked 
for city departments with a fine-tooth 
comb, but has not be.en giving suffi- 
cient attention lb the appropriations 
asked for WPA administrative ex- 
nenses. He said that the total amount 
appropriated this year by the city 
(including the $2000 asked for) would 
he $32,000, a large lncreas»* over that 
of 1937. 

Alderman Fahey agreed with Hoff- 
man. He said that he had been a 
m« mber of the Board for 3 years 
*»nd had not b'* . *o get much 

Information about WPA expenditures. 
Alderman Colby also o.curred with 
Hoffman. Alderman McKay, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, ex- 
plained that part of the increase was 
caused by rental of a factory at West 
Newton to make curbing for side- 
walks. part by expansion of "white- 
collar” projects and part by the In- 
vestigations which required the re- 
registering of all persons on WPA 
lists. McKay informed the Board that 
he had talked on the telephone with 
Mr. Young. WPA sponsor’s agent, who 
was unable to he at the meeting be- 
cause of illness, and that $500 would 
tie sufficient to care for the expenses 
if the WPA administration here un- 
til the first meeting in December. 
The Board voted to appropriate the 
$500. with Hoffman dissenting

to citizens of Massachusetts, and cit- 
izens whose reputations are above re- 
proach.’’ How naive is this com- 
ment of the Governor’s. 

We have had some Massachusetts 
citizens connected with dog racing 
contracts who have been quite prom- 
inent in this Commonwealth, but 
whose reputations, according to their 
political enemies in past years, have 
not been above reproach. It would 
bo somewhat difllcult to conceive of 
an idealist owning a dog racing track. 
We shall again risk the condemna- 
tion of some of our readers by advo- 
cating that the gambling urge of 
the people of Massachusetts bo sat- 
isfied to some degree by a State lot- 
tery. instead of the State being le- 
gally associated in the conduct and 
profits of horse and dog racing tracks. 
If this were done, the overburdened 
real estate owners of Massachusetts 
would be afforded relief from exces- 
sive taxes, and the profits derived 
from legalized gambling would ben- 
efit the people as a whole, instead of 
a small number of politicians, and rac- 
keteers. We would not have anyone 
cleaning up $450,000 as his share of 
a dog trnck profits in a few years, 
and another reputable man in public 
life garnering $157,500 in one year. 

Have you ever observed what a 
small percentage of Christmas greet- 
ing cards in recent years picture 
Christ or make any reference to Him, 
or even have any picture or reference 
of a religious nature? If you be- 
lieve in the real significance of Christ- 
mas Day, why not purchase Christmas 
cards, which are appropriate. If 
you can’t find such cards in stores 
you patronize, you can in other 
stores or shops.

Tho oldest inhabitant can’t remem- 
ber a city election where there was 
so little preliminary talk.

During the past week two persons 
were hit and fatally injured by auto- 
mobiles in this city. One was a young 
man. 24 years of age, who was not r 
resident of the city. The auto which 
hit him was driven by a non-resident. 
The other victim. 69 years of age, was 
an old resident of Newton. The car 
that hit him was driven by a resi- 
dent of Newton. We mention this be- 
cause safety drives in any city af- 
fect largely only residents of that 
city. There have been seven deaths 


The deaths of two men in this city 
the post week as a result of having 
been hit by automobiles, brought the 
total to seven of pedestrians killed 
in Newton so far this year by motor 
vehicles. This calls attention to the 
attempt mode some months ago by 
Alderman Max Gaddis, chairman of 
the Street Trnffic Committee of the 
Aldermen, to havo a speed limit of 
30 miles an hour set in Newton 
Providence, Worcester and Springfield 
in addition to many cities all over the 
country have established speed lim- 
its of 30 miles, and even 25 miles 
with great reductions resulting in the 
number of persons killed and injured 
by automobiles within their confines. 
Although this city has no legal right 
to establish a speed limit, Registrar 
Goodwin assured Alderman Gaddis 
that if Newton sets a 30 mile limit, 
ho will co-operate as he has in the 
cases of Springfield and Worcester 
by suspending licenses of motorists 
who are reported by the police as hav 
ing exceeded that speed. 

Speed limits are strictly enforced 
not only in Providence but in all 
cities and towns in Rhode Island and 
no hardships have been worked on 
motorists in the State. Neither would 
anv hardships be imposed on motor- 
ists in Newton or other parts of Mas- 
sachusetts if a 30 mile limit were 
enforced in thickly settled communi- 
ties. The saving of human lives, the 
prevention of economic hardships and 
grief to those related to victims of 
automobiles is of much more import 
than catering to the male and female 
show-offs who deem it necessary to 
drive with reckless abandon. 

The Right Honorable Alfred Duff 
Cooper who has been touring this 
country to mold public opinion in fa- 
vor of Great Britain, spoke at Sym- 
phony Hall. Boston on Tuesday night. 
His Lordship and his wife, the former 
Lady Diana Manners, were greeted by 
the ultra-ultra of Boston during their 
brief sojourn in that city. While Lord 
Duff Cooper and other British propa- 
gandists are endeavoring to make the 
V S. A. pro-British. Britain has been 
working assiduously by means of eco- 
nomic and financial pressure to thwart 
the efforts of the IT. S. A. to in- 
crease its mnrkets in South American 
countries. The TT. S. A. could have 
made new trade treaties with Argen- 
tine and Uruguay, and benefited by the 
cessation of German trade with those 
countries only for British interfer- 
ence. But. Britain is not the only 
selfish country. The V. S. A^ has 
been co-operating with Japan in the 
conquest of China by supply Ini g the 
larger part of war supplies which have 
enabled Japan to carry on the war.

stores, including duties which placed 
him in direct charge of several thou- 
sand men engaged in building roads, 
hospitals, and homes. He has trav- 
elled extensively in North and South 
America. Europe. Africa, and Asia: 
has been an executive and vice presi- 
dent of one of the leading interna- 
tional tourist companies. Under Gov. 
Ely. Mr. Bailey was called to assist 
the office of the State Commissioner 
of Banks in the reorganization and 
liquidation of the closed banks, later 
acting as chief clerk in the legal de- 
partment having charge of the keeping 
of the dockets for the many hundreds 
of cases of the litigation pending at 
that time. 

Mr. Bailey is a member of the New- 
ton Safety Council and past president 
of the Parent-Teacher Association of 
the J. \V. Weeks Junior High School, 
which office he held for two years, 
building the association membership 
from less than 100 to be the largest 
Parent-Teacher organization of any 
single school in Massachusetts. 

In an interview with Mr. Bailey 
regarding future plans, he says. “The 
city of Newton is made up of eleven 
communities. Each one. in the past 
has been vying with the others for 
bigger and better schoolhouses, play- 
grounds. libraries, etc., which is one 
of the underlying reasons for the pres- 
ent situation which shows a per capita 
debt higher than any city in Massa- 
chusetts, with the exception of Bos- 
ton. The tremendous increase in the 
membership of the Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation this fall proves to us that the 
people are beginning to look at them- 
selves as citizen^ of the city of New- 
ton — not as members of a village in 
that city. Now they are taking a 
united stand and are awake to tlio 
fact that unwarranted spending must 
stop and that the administrative head 
of the city must insist on 100 per cent 
efficiency in every department, with 
increased economy the ultimate goal. 

“We are not entirely restricting our 
activities to Newton affairs for we 
are affiliated with the State Federa- 
tion, which is working day and night 
on matters of statewide importance. 
This is an important factor, for state 


expenditures directly affect the state 
and county levy against the city of 
Newton which in turn affects our lo- 
cal tax rate. 

"The city has accepted our plan 
for an engineering study of the Street 
Department. A complete survey is 
now being made by the firm of Thomp- 
son & Liehtner Co.. Inc., of Boston. 
This study has not been completed but 
definite economies have been indicated 
which will show how a great saving 
can he made if the Executive Depart- 
ment of the city carries out the rec- 
ommendations. Complete details of 
this survey will be available in the 
near future.”

Committeeman Harry Bry- 
ant suggested that a matron he pro- 
vided for this lavatory. Supt. of 
Schools Warren said this can be done 
without cost to the city as 10 women 
are to he assigned to Newton schools 
as a WPA project. The school com- 
mittee members were convinced that 
facilities at t lie old Franklin School 
would he inadequate, even with the 
repairs, and the only practical solu- 
tion of the problem is to have a new 
school building erected to house the 
various departments of the Trade 
School ns part of the school building 
program.

the "whole business was a conspiracy 
to get Cullen." Inches testified that 
Chief Hughes had told him that Cul- 
len was absent a considerable part 
of the time from the police department 
garage, that the office was created 
over Hughes’ protests, and that it is 
the belief of the Aldermen thnt the 
office should be abolished in the in- 
terest of municipal economy. 

Alderman Walker, who took indig- 
nant issue with Mayor Childs at the 
conference in January when tlm latter 
perused (he Alderm.frn of trying to 
frame Cullen, testified that after the 
special committee had done some in- 
vestigating regarding the office of 
"sergeant-mechanic," it came to the 
conclusion that further investigation 
should be made by the Mayor and tho 
City Solicitor, and this was the pur- 
pose of the conference. The result 
was thnt the Mayor ordered an inves- 
tigation of the entire police depart- 
ment. 

Alderman Charles Hughes, son of 
Chief of Police Hughes, in reply to 
questions by Cullen's attorney, said 
it is his belief that it was not the duty 
of ills father to institute action 
against Cullen, but that it was the 
duty of the Mayor. He stated that 
although he believed that the Mayor 
was partial to Cullen, he would have 
ordered a hearing. Alderman Barwise 
testified that he came to the opinion, 
after hearing the report of the special 
committee, that Cullen might lie an 
undesirable person to have in the po- 
lice department, and that he first 
heard of the move to abolish Cullen’s 
office after the special committee made 
its report. Barwise testified that in 
his belief. Chief Hughes has tried to he 
fair and square in administering the 
affairs of the police department. 

Alderman McCabe, whose attacks 
on Cullen’s conduct of the office pre- 
ceded the appointment of the spe- 
cial committee by the Board of Al- 
dermen. said he had asked for the 
investigation after he had received 
complaints from Newton citizens. He 
told of having received complaints 
from policemen about the poor con- 
dition of department motor vehicles 
they had to drive, and of Cullen’s 
act in removing window handles from 
some of the cars, so that the win- 
dows could not be opened. He tes- 
tified that lie believed that Cullen had 
conducted his work in an inefficient 
manner. He related how Cullen had 
come to his house in 1936 and had 
tried to induce him to favor the at- 
tempt then being made by Mayor 
Childs and Cullen to have the latter 
promoted from the rank of sergeant 
to that of lieutenant. McCabe was 
also questioned regardng a heated ar- 
gument he had had with Mayor Childs. 

For Sergeant-Mechanic Cullen tes- 
tified that the purchase of a patrol 
wagon several years ago was one of 
the eauses of the friction between 
Chief Hughes and himself. Cullen 
Claimed that the wagon was pur- 
chased ns new. whereas its chassis had 
been used for 69,000 miles. He told 
of alleged misuse of police cars by 
policemen, of lack of responsibility in 
the use of the automobiles, and waste 
of gasoline and supplies. He told of 
having been authorized by Mavor 
Weeks to asume charge of purchas- 
ing all supplies for the police depart- 
ment after Weeks had found fault 
with the police department spending 
considerably more than the amount 
appropriated in the annual budget. 

Cullen testified that Alderman 
Floyd had told him that he was 100 
per cent in favor of having him ad- 
vanced from the rank of sergeant to 
that of lieutenant, but that Cullen 
should reciprocate by making pur- 
chases for the police motor vehicles 
from certain parties to whom Floyd 
owed political debts. Cullen also tes- 
tified that Alderman McCabe had 
scolded him for making the Newton 
Motor Sales Company bid on the 
purchase of police cars, and thus 
making less profits than they other- 
wise would have made. The follow- 
ing day. (last Friday) Aldermen 
Floyd and McCabe took the stand 
and refuted Cullen’s testimony. Floyd 
said that McCabe was present at his 
home in 1936 when the alleged con- 
versation between Cullen and Floyd 
took place. Floyd denied that lie had 
told Cullen lie was 100 per cent in 
favor of his promotion, and lie also 
denied having told Cullen that he 
had political debts to pay and want- 
ed the latter to make purchases from 
his political friends. Floyd told Cul- 
len's attorney (Francis X. Hurley) in 
reply to the latter’s questions, that 
he did not have one political debt to 
pay. 

Alderman McCabe also denied Cul 
leu's testimony regarding their al- 
leged conversation relative to the 
Newton Motor Sales Company, and 
he said that when Cullen tried to in 
fl iience him to aid him in being pro- 
moted to Lieutenant t hut Cullen had 
stated that everything hud been fixed 
up with the Civil Service Commission 
regarding the promotion. 

The final witness was Chief Hughes 
who denied t lie allegation that any 
one automobile concern had u corner 
on the police department business. 
Hughes denied that Cullen hud in- 
formed him that the patrol wagon re- 
ferred to hud been operated over 
60,0oo miles.

the Board voted to have notices sent 
to civic organizations urging observ- 
ance of tlie city ordinance which re- 
quires property owners to remove snow 
from sidewalks in business districts. 

The Board refused to vote $637 
recommended by tlie Mayor for tlie 
construction of partitions in the con- 
tagious ward at the Newton Hospi- 
tal. Alderman McKay, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, stated that 
because there is no definite agree- 
ment between the city and the hos- 
pital trustees relative to the main- 
tenance of tho contagious ward, the 
committee will recommend no further 
expenditures by the city for hospital 
purposes until some contract is made 
lietween the city and the hospital. 

On recommendation of Chairman 
Murphy of the Board of Assessors, 
the Aldermen voted to charge Percy 
Woodward $1050.96 as 1939 rental for 
land owned by the city and used as 
part of the Albemarle golf course. 
This land was formerly part of the 
golf course, and was purchased some- 
time ago by the city as the locus 
of the proposed playground for that 
part of the city. 

A report from the City Treasurer 
informed the Board that the income 
for 1939 from the Kenrick fund (to 
he used for deserving poor) was 
$119.10: and the income from a fund 
left by Elizabeth Spear to provide 
Christmas cheer for poor at the city 
infirmary was $9.26. 

John Glynn of River st.. West New- 
ton. favored the construction of a 
sewer and drain in Russell rd., West 
Newton. He stated that he and his 
father are to build several houses 
on Russell rd.. and the soil there 
cannot he used for cesspools ns it 
is of a clay nature. Francis Morgan 
appearing for his brother, Henry Mor- 
gan who owns property on Russell 
rd.. objected because of the expense 
attached.

Salvation Army 
Asks $5000 From 
Newton Residents 

Campaign Here In Charge of 
Douglass Francis 

Under the chairmanship of State 
Representative Douglass B. Francis, 
the annual campaign of The Salva- 
tion Army is on in Newton, with a 
goal of $5,000. The sponsoring com- 
mittee is made up of well known men 
and women of the Newtons, with 
Willinm M. Cahill, treasurer of The 
Newton Trust Company, of Newton 
Centre, acting as appeal treasurer. 

Mr. Francis seeks a favorable re- 
sponse to the appeal in a letter sent 
to many Newton citizens. 

The letter reads in part: 

“This money is needed to continue 
a huge humanitarian work. This 
means that the Evangeline Booth 
Home and Hospital will keep on giv- 
ing modern attention and Christian- 
like care to unmarried mothers. The 
hungry will be fed and clothes will 
be furnished the needy. Friendless 
men and women will be taken from 
the streets and led to places where 
hope is restored. It means a continual 
search for lonesome youth. Your 
money could be used to no better 
purpose. The program includes fresh 
air activities, day nursery and many 
types of service by score of units.” 

The chairman in his letter also 
warns about the presence of unau- 
thorized collectors -setting forth that 
the collector will be named soon. He 
will wear a Salvation Army uniform 
and have the words '‘Public Relations 
Department” on his coat collar. He 
will also have a credential letter, 
signed by Mr. Francis.

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Horse and Buggy” Age 
Streets Are Costly to 
Tax-Payers of this City 


Built By Private Parties, Go to 
Pieces Rapidly 

A rapidly increasing problem for 
the Newton Street Department is the 
disintegration of many streets in 
newer sections of the city which 
have been built during the past sev- 
eral years by private contractors 
under the general law. Many years ago, 
in the “horse and buggy days,” the 
city adopted an ordinance which spe- 
cified that a street to he accepted in 
Newton must he built In accordance 
with Specification 14 of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works. 
Such streets were built of gravel and 
a top surface of bituminous fluid, cov- 
ered with sand. In the horse and 
buggy days, such streets, with light 
traffic, lasted for years. But, with 
the coming of motor vehicles, and 
largo increase in vehicular traffic, 
such streets disintegrated rapidly, and 
many complaints came from persons 
residing on them. 

So, in 1931, the Public Works Com- 
mittee of the Aldermen recommend- 
ed, and the then Mayor and Aider- 
men agreed, that in the future, a 
more substantial and lasting type 
surface would be put on streets con- 
structed by the Street Department 
under the Betterment Law. Here it 
should be explained thnt under the 
Betterment Law, when property own- 
ers petition for the improvement and 
acceptance of a street, such work is 
usually done by the Street Depart- 
ment. The City is supposed to pay 
half the cost, and abuttors the other 
half. The abuttors can extend their 
payments over a 10 year period. Under 
the General Law a street can be Im- 
proved by property owners Inter- 
ested. and if it meets with certain 
specifications, it is then accepted by 
the city. The specifications under the 
General Law were not changed in 
1931 when the Aldermen decided to 
have modern streets constructed 
under the Betterment Law, and a 
number of developers of real estate 
In various parts of the city, have dur- 
ing the past 10 years taken advan- 
tage of this fact to have the old type 
gravel streets built by contractors. 
Alderman Temperley has consistent- 
ly opposed this because he argued 
that such streets would soon disinte- 
grate and then the taxpayers of New- 
ton would have to pay for their re- 
construction. On the other hand, 
pro-perty owners in this city who 
pay for the building of the better type 
street construction under the Bet- 
terment Law, are assessed as much 
as $4.50 per running feet, and then 
will have to pay their share to re- 
build the streets cheaply construct- 
ed under the General Law’. His col- 
leagues on successive Boards of Al- 
dermen (with one or two exceptions) 
have ignored Temperley’s protests 
on this matter, but time hns proven 
that the Upper Falls Alderman was 
right. City Engineer Harvey and the 
late Supt. of Streets Charles Maho- 
ney, in 1937, presented to the Aider- 
men a report on street acceptance 
which substantiated Alderman Tem- 
perley's contentions. This report will 
be published in next week’s GRAPHIC.

Payment of Newton The Orpheus Harp Ensemble Postpone Hearing 
Taxes Is Slow On Redistricting 


City Tax Collector Francis Newhall 
reports that the payment of taxes In 
Newton this year is somewhat slower 
than It was In 1938. This is attributed 
to the fact that because of delays by 
the Legislature in determining the 
State’s financial policies, the Newton 
assessors were unable this year to 
declare the tux rate until later than 
usual, and this delayed the mailing of 
the tax bills. The tax commitment 
this year totulled $5,096,914 and the 
amount of taxes unpaid as of Decem- 
ber 1 totalled $1,215,914, or about 23 
per cent of the total. Last year at 
the same time 80 per cent of the taxes 
had been collected. 

Another complication caused by the 
delay of the Legislature has been the 
large Increase in the number of re 
quests for abatements on taxes mud 
to the Newton Board of Assessors and 
assessors all over the State. Because 
of the delay in sending out tax bills, 
the Legislature authorized the exten- 
sion of the period in which abate- 
ments might be asked for from Oct. ! 
to Nov. 15, in addition to provisions 
for the sending out of bills and the 
charging of interest. Tax Commis- 
sioner Long ordered notice of this act 
of the Legislature to be enclosed with 
or affixed to the tax bills. Many tax- 
payers, w’hen they read the attached 
slips, became abatement-minded, and 
requests for abatements in Newton 
jumped over 50 per cent. A large 
percentage of these requests will not 
be granted as those requesting them 
could offer no real reasons for having 
the abatements made.

LUNCHROOM PROFITS 

Considerable criticism of the Newton school department has 
come to our attention since the recent news reports that there 
is a profit of $23,000 in the receipts from the various lunch- 
rooms in the Newton schools. A little investigation reveals 
some pertinent facts bearing upon the situation. 

Until 1932 the lunchrooms in the high and junior high 
schools were conducted as a concession. At that time the 
lunchrooms were consolidated under direction of a manager 
and an assistant appointed by the school department. A re- 
quest was further made that all receipts be deposited in the 
bank to the account of the city with disbursements to be made 
by the city comptroller with the result that the school depart- 
ment in no way handles any of the money. 

The business conducted by the lunchrooms reaches the 
amazing figure of approximately $100,000 per year. The 
$23,000 figure referred to as a profit is in reality a cash balance 
on hand in the lunchroom account as of a certain day. This 
balance does not represent a surplus as bills rendered to- 
morrow could well be considerably in excess of the day’s re- 
ceipts. It is estimated that the actual profit of this necessary 
activity since 1932 is more nearly about $10,000. It is further 
pointed out that the annual estimated surplus is decreasing 
annually due to the constant efforts of school officials to 
maintain quality and quantity and to reduce prices. The 1938 
surplus, the lowest on record, was in the vicinity of $200 and 
it is possible that there will be a deficit for the September to 
June period of 1939-1940 because of increased food prices. 

The current rumor that lunch room receipts were used to 
provide a sound-proof ceiling in the Weeks Junior high cafe- 
teria a few years ago is refuted. Such a ceiling was installed 
at a cost of $2000 from city funds, no part of which was 
charged against lunchroom receipts. In the present situation 
school officials contend that the installation of a new steam 
table counter in the F. A. Day Junior high school is as much 
a part of the necessary equipment as coffee urns, dishes and 
other accessories. The counter now in use was installed in 
1922 and consists of an antiquated wooden table-counter and 
there is little doubt of the desirability of its replacement with 
modern equipment. Whether or not a permanent fixture of this 
nature should be paid for out of luncheon receipts or regular 
city expenses is perhaps a moot question, certainly one of per- 
sonal opinion. 

The taxpayers of Newton have a dual concern in the mat- 
ter. The first is that the lunchrooms be maintained upon a 
self-supporting basis in order that there may be no assessment 
upon them to make up a possible deficit. The second is that 
the School department provide a lunchroom service that is 
adequate, not only from the standpoint of quantity and quality, 
but at a price which a student can afford. It is not an easy 
assignment but one which requires constant attention and 
surveillance. 


THREE MONTHS’ PROGRESS 

Three months ago a new coaching regime was instituted at 
the Newton high school to prepare a squad of high school boys 
for a ten-game football schedule. That schedule has now been 
completed with but one victory and two tie games to show 
against seven losses. Viewed from the standpoint of victories 
the season was far from a success, particularly in that the 
orange and black was defeated by both its closest rivals, Wal- 
tham and Brookline. But there is much that goes on behind the 
scenes that the public does not see. Occasionally it is re- 
vealed, sometimes within a short space of time, sometimes only 
after years of patient waiting. 

For nearly twenty years we have been a close follower of 
high school sports and we have a deep conviction on the value 
of development of our youth through participation in these 
sports under adequate supervision. The late Allie Dickinson 
was both a coach and teacher to us and we mourned with many 
others his loss to Newton youth. Yet Allie Dickinson had foot- 
ball teams that were far from successful. And it is no reflec- 
tion upon the ability or personality of Coach Dickinson’s suc- 
cessor that the morale of Newton football teams has been at 
a considerably low ebb during the past decade and more. It 
was a condition which only time and patience could heal. And 
we have been close enough to Newton coaches to know how 
keenly they felt the responsibility that was theirs. 

We believe that it is not only a privilege but our duty to 
give to Newton citizens the picture as we now see it after 
three months. In this short space of time, despite the continued 
bitter tastes of successive defeats, Coach Owen MacDowell of 
the Newton High School has inculcated a definite increase in 
the morale of the football athletes. We do not hesitate in 
saying that, in our opinion, he has done every bit that could 
be expected of him since his appointment in June. Victories 
are welcome, but morale, sportsmanship and healthy develop- 
ment are of prime importance. And we know that Newton cit- 
izens stand solidly behind him as we look to the future when 
more frequent victories will restore Newton to its rightful 
place in the schoolboy football world. *

Abraham C. Webber of Wabnn Hill 
rd., Chestnut Hill, was a member of 
the Public Utilities Commission for 
the pnst 5 years. His term expired on 
December 1 and he was not reap- 
pointed by Governor Saltonstall. In- 
asmuch as Mr. Webber was appoint- 
ed by a Democratic Governor (Ely) 
it probably was to be expected that 
in accordance with partisan politics 
he would not be reappointed by a 
Republican Governor. But, we re- 
gret that Governor Saltonstall did not 
see fit to reappoint Mr. Webber. Be- 
cause he was the only one of the 
five members of the five Public Utili- 
ties Commissioners who, a few 
months ago gave prior consideration 
to hundreds of thousands of residents 
of Greater Boston instead of to a 
powerful public utility. We refer to 
Mr. Webber’s action in having been 
the lone dissenter on the large in- 
crease in gas rates to the majority 
of customers of the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. An increase 
which was not authorized until after 
the Legislature had adjourned, al- 
though it had been under consider- 
ation for many months before. An 
increase which was refused by the 
Public Utilities Commission a couple 
of years ago. An increase which in 
the opinion of many was not war- 
ranted. 

In our items — "Newton in the Past" 
a few 'weeks ago, was one telling of 
a decrease in the rate charged by the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Company 
50 years ago. The rate was dropped 
to $2.50 per thousand cubic feet. In 
that period, and for many years af- 
ter. gas was supplied to the residents 
Of the Newtons and Watertown by 
a company owned and managed by ' 
local men. The plant was in Water- 
town. near the Newton line. Its bus- 
iness was solely the making and sell- 
ing of gas. except for several years 
when it entered the business of sup- 
plying electricity to Newton and Wa- 
tertown. Gas companies a half cen- 
tury and less ago, did not derive 
any appreciable profit from by-prod- 
ucts as they have done in modern 
years. They almost had to give 
coke away. For a dollar or two one 
could buy a wagon load of coke. But 
there were few purchasers. Not that 
many would have been glad to use 
it for fuel; but v/hen one bought coke, 
it was a sign that they were in des- 
titute or near destitute circumstan- 
ces, so even poor people refrained 
from having a load of coke brought 
to their homes to prevent neighbor- 
hood gossip. How times have 
changed. 

It is not far from a half century 
ago when the big struggle between 
the Boston Gas Company and the 
Brookline Gas Company started, and 
older people can remember that bit- 
ter feud between rival Boston finan- 
ciers. u fight which involved big 
financiers from outside Massachusetts, 
and caused bitter charges made in 
the Legislature. Eventually this 
struggle for the control of the gas 
business in Boston was settled. La- 
ter the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany was organized. It absorbed the 
Newton ft Watertown Gas Company, 
in addition to other gas companies 
in Greater Boston. The owners of 
the old. local companies sold their 
stock because they received good 
prices for it. 

Some years ago there was another 
change in the controlling ownership 
of the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. It was acquired by Pittsburgh 
financial moguls, and it has affiliations 
that not only spread over wide areas 
in the Eastern part of the LT. S. A., 
but also control industries quite apart 
from the manufacure and sale of gas. 
It is a natural supposition that the 
Pittsburgh interests who acquired con- 
trol of the Boston Consolidated Gas 
( 'mnpiiny did so by paying attract iv-

Safety Talk at Oak 
Hill Imp. Asso. 

"The Problem of Safety" was the 
topic discussed at the open meeting 
of the Oak Hill Improvement Associa 
tion on Tuesday evening and the 
speaker wus General Daniel Need 
ham. He said that three factors en- 
ter into control of highway safety 
engineering, enforcement of regula- 
tions and education of the public, and 
be said that while "fixing" can be re- 
duced, be doubts if it can be entirely 
eliminated. He urged motorists to 
cease losing their tempers, to show 
a kindly disposition, and to stop lying 
when Involved in accidents. Mr. 
Needham said that systematic safety 
campaigns among "fleet truck" drlv 


prices for the stock. In bis minority 
report as the dissenting member of 
the Public Utilities Commission when 
that august body sanctioned the in- 
crease in gas rates, Mr. Webber re- 
ferred at length to the ramifications 
of the big corporations with which 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany is interwoven. It would take a 
Philadelphia lawyer to trnce the di- 
versified activities of these associ- 
ates. We shall in a Inter issue quote 
some of Mr. Webber’s statements, 
made in his report. 

Several years ngo. when the Bos- 
ton Consolidated Gas Company made 
application for permission to increase 
its rates, its officials frankly stnted 
that they desired to lower the rate 
to larger consumers so that gas would 
be used much more for heating pur- 
poses in homes, in addition to being 
used for cooking purposes, and by in- 
creasing the rates to persons using 
small, or comparatively small amounts, 
lower rates might be offered to those 
who would use large quantities of 
gas. In the applications made the 
pnst couple of years by the gas com- 
pany for higher rates, it has been 
contended that customers who use 
the smaller quantities have been pay- 
ing less thnn it costs the company to 
serve them. With this contention Mr. 
Webber took exception. Many agree 
with him. Many believe that the large 
expenses incurred a few years ago in 
extending high-pressure gas mains for 
miles out to thinly settled towns, will 
not result in sufficient business from 
those rural sections to warrant the 
cost of laying the pipes out into the 
country. But. the gas company has 
a monopoly, the Public Utilities Com- 
mission (except Mr. Webber) yielded 
to the contention that the company 
was losing money on a large percent- 
age of its customers, and we find our 
gas bills larger each month than 
they formerly were. 


The Finns were the only people suf- 
ficiently honorable to pay their debt 
to the IT. S. A. So, there is much sym- 
pathy for the Finns by citizens of this 
country, and the leaders of our gov- 
ernment are giving Finland moral 
support. This is about as helpful to 
the Finns In saving themselves from 
being engulfed by the Soviets, as a 
straw would be to a drowning man. 
Til the meantime the U. S. A. con- 
tinues to supply Japan with war ma- 
terials for the Nipponese conquest of 
China. Isn’t the idealism of democra- 
cies inspiring? The Communists of 
the U. S. A., with very few excep- 
tions (including one former alleged 
Communist, Granville Hicks) enthuse 
over Russia’s invasion of the small 
Baltic countries. They hope that 
Russia will in the near future domi- 
nate all of Europe. This should not 
surprise anyone, romriunism is in- 
ternational in its aims. 

Lovers of domestic animals appre- 
ciate the act of the Animal Rescue 
League in prolonging the life of 
"Harry,” the 40 year old horse owned 
by 81 year old James Ellis of Wal- 
tham at., West Newton. Both "Har- 
ry" and his former owner have at- 
tained advanced ages and are well 
•preserved despite the fact that both 
worked hard during their long lives. 
“Harry” hauled heavy coal wagons 
for 15 years before going on the 
West Newton farm, and Mr. Ellis was 
in the milk business for 50 years, re- 
tiring 11 years ago. And men keep- 
ing a dairy farm, in addition to de- 
livering milk during the years that 
Jim Ellis was engaged in that occu- 
pation, did not have a "40 hour 
week." Mr. Ellis told us that he had 
as many as 37 cows on his farm at 
one time, and several horses, and 
"Harry” was the last relic of his for- 
mer milk business. 


era have resulted in such drivers at- 
taining the safest driving records. 
Among causes of automobile accidents 
he included domestic difficulties, night- 
time dissipation, and worry over finan- 
cial troubles. Although he admitted 
that Providence has the best safety 
record because of its speed limit of 
25 miles, he does not believe in speed 
zoning. He also stated that in Wor- 
cester where a 25 mile limit has been 
adopted, fatal accidents have dropped 
50 per cent, and in central Massachu- 
setts 29 police chiefs have urged a 
25 mile limit. He referred to the 
great increase in the use of bicycles, 
mostly by children. It is estimated 
that 8.000.0O0 bicycles are now in use 
in the U. S. A., one for every four 
automobiles, and this causes addi- 
tional liazurds.

A lecture on Christian Science was 
given last evening in the Church edi- 
fice of First Church of Christ. Sci- 
entist. in Newton. 

Mrs. Gertrude R. Brayton. Second 
Reader, introduced the lecturer, and 
spoke as follows: 

Friends : , 

First Church of Christ. Scientist, of 
Newton welcomes you to this lecture 
on Christian Science. 

We are grateful for the light wo 
shall receive from the lecture this 
evening, for we know our eyes are to 
be opened to yet more of the glorious 
nf Hip truth of being. A 


Moreover, it is a story essential to a 
full appreciation of what it was which 
Mrs. Eddy brought back into conscious- 
ness in 1866. It is essential to an 
understanding of what this redis- 
covered truth is ready and able to do 
for everyone struggling under the 
burden of some false material belief. 

The fact of course is. that this 
spiritual light or understanding of 
the Christ. Truth, has always been 
present for anyone to see who had 
“eyes to see.” The Christian Science 
textbook at page 511 puts it this way: 
"In divine Science, which is the seal 
of Deity and has the impress of heav- 
en. God is revealed as infinite light. In 


the white light of Spirit, hatred, re- 
sentment, self-will, intolerance, human 
pride of intellect, race and tradition 
all tailed away. With them went also 
a false sense of loyalty to old associ- 
ates still satisfied with the darkness. 
What a glorious vision the shining, 
snow-capped summits of the Lebanon 
'Range must have appeared to this 
one, spiritually reborn and later to he 
renamed Paul. on the glad morning 
(when, leaving Damascus behind him. 
he turned his face to the rising sun 
and the peace and cpiiet of the 
Arabian Desert, there It) seek for three 
years the inner meaning of the rev- 
elation which had come to him in such 
a marvelous way hut a few days 
before. 

Divine Ideas Supply Human Needs

Scientist, in Boston. 

It is a pleasure to present to you 
Paul A. Harsch, of Toledo. Ohio. 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

You have come here tonight to hear 
about Christian Science. Some of you 
know a great deal about it already, 
but want to know more. To others of 
vou it will be a new story which you 
will want from the beginning. Foi 
the benefit of this second group par- 
ticularly, 1 am going to give you first 
a definition of Christian Science in 
terms of what its Founder. Mary 
Baker Eddy, declared it to be and its 
adherents today steadfastly assert it 
to he. 

Then, for the same reason that 
Christ ianitv itself can be fully ap- 
preciated. only if the explanation ot 
it includes the marvelous story of its 
Founder, Jesus. I am going to tell 
you something of the woman who. in 
1866. rediscovered primitive Christ ian- 
itv and in 1875 give her discovery to 
the world in the form of a book which 
she named “Science and Health.” 

Christian Science Defined 

To begin with the definition, let me 
read Mrs. Eddy’s own words from the 
book just named to which the words, 

“with Key to the Scriptures” were 
afterward added. At page 12 < she ex- 
plains that she employs certain terms 
interchangeably to define her iliseov- 
erv. These she lists as “Divine Sci- 
ence. Spiritual Science. Christ Science 
or Christian Science, or Science alone " 

She then adds. "These synonymous 
terms stand for everything relating to 
;iod. the infinite, supreme, eternal Mind. 

It may be said, however.” she continues, 

“that the term Christian Science re- 
lates especially to Science as applied 
to humanity. Christian Science reveals 
God. not as the author of sin, sickness, 
and death, but as divine Principle, 

Supreme Being. Mind, exempt from all 
evil. It teaches that matter is the 
falsity, not the fact, of existence: that 
nerves, brain, stomach, lungs, and so 
forth, have — as matter — no intelli 
gence, life, nor sensation." 

Because Christian Science has thus 
revealed God to humanity and exposed 
the nothingness of matter and all ma- 
terial beliefs, it is unquestionably the 
gift of God to a world weary with its 
ananswered prayers and questionings, 
and its ceaseless struggle for eman- 
cipation from a bondage it has hereto- 
fore been unable to define or under- 
stand. Christian Science is the full 
and final revelation of divine Prin- 
ciple. God, what He is and how He 
may be understood. 

Christian Science is the answer to 
the age-old question. What is man? 

It is the only reasonable explana 
tion of the seeming origin and opera- 
tion of so-called evil, the Adam-man 
and all his works. By this. Christian 
Scientists mean that Christian Selene 
offers the only possible explanation 
of mortal existence, that existence 
which now stands revealed as only si 
counterfeit of the real: in other words, 
the material or human experience, in 
which there seems to be so much of 
sin. sickness, death, discord, misery, 
lack, and failure. 

Furthermore, Christian Science, 
taught by Mrs. Eddv, offers the only 
real hope there is todiy for deliver- 
unce from the seeming dismal morass 
of human beliefs in which mortals 
seem to be struggling: thoref 
Christian Science is the presen t- 
Saviour of mankind. This is to 
that Christian Science is Christie! 
itself scientifically applied to human 
needs. It is the scientific t'-ppH" 
tion of that spiritual understamiii 
which was possessed in such fullness 
by Jesus and used by him so lovitu ly 
and convincingly. 

“One lone, brave star" 

Christian Science has been likened 
by Mrs. Eddy in one of her published 
poems. “Christ and Christmas” ( p 
to “One lone, brave star" which, she 
says, “O’er the grim night of chaos 
shone." As this light of Christian Sri 
etice penetrates the darkened 
sciousness of many a wanderer fur 
from the heaven of his hopes and 
dreams, it seems indeed like such a 
star. Later, when in its light the 
struggling one has found his freedom 
he rejoices that he has been led by 
its bright beams, not only to the Beth- 
lehem manger with all its deep sig 
nificunce. but through the experienc 
of the one who wus cradled there 
into a new and brighter world 
peuce and hope, u world newlv redis- 
covered for him by Mrs. Eddy- the 
reulm of f'hristiuu Sclent: 

The story of the recovering of this 
light, first brought to the world no 
long ugo by Jesus, is one of the most 
fascinating stories of modern times, 


tains and green valleys, to ho sure, 
hut the thing which held t lie rapt 
attention of the hoys of Nazareth 
was the great highway which swept 


hips at the seaside. There were 
Roman legions, priests, actors, and 
laymen in endless variety. 

Mrs. Eddy’s home faced a vastly 
different, scene but atlso one of un- 
usual interest. At the foot of the 
gently sloping hill, on whose crest 
the homestead was located, and along 
the winding stream, there passed ai 
roadway.

unlly-minded men long before the time 
ut' Jesus, hut it remained for the great 
Master to reveal it in its fullness to 
the eyes of men. After his resurrec- 
tion and ascension, for a few short 
years it continued to he seen, under- 
stood. and used in daily life by 
thousands of human persons. Then, 
almost incredibly it seemed to he shut 
off from the world of human con- 
sciousness. With the exception of an 
occasional glimpse, caught from time 
to time, the light was lost from the 
world. 

Students of religious history, 
watching the development of the di- 
vine idea in human consciousness 
throughout the ages, offer many dif- 
ferent explanations for this phenome- 
non. None alters the fact that the light 
was. to all practical purposes, lost to 
the comprehension of men. Yet, 
throughout this entire period of dark- 
ness. the blind groping of mankind 
to regain it went on ceaselessly. Its 
recovery was of incalculable import- 
ance. for it is only when the clear 
light of divine Truth breaks in upon 
the seeming darkness that the endless 
groping ends and men see ' learly the 
true path before them. The first 
great essential, then, for mankind 
must and ever will he light. 

Tlie regaining or rediscovery of this 
light was to be Mrs. Eddy’s high dis- 
tinction. For years she had vainly 
sought through many long-tried hu- 
man avenues for peace, health, and 
spiritual understanding. The clouds 
seemed only to settle more deeply. 
Then, when all seemed utterly lost 
and her friends believed she was 
about to pass from their sight, the 
light of understanding broke. It 
brought healing on its wings, healing 
that could only be divine, for it came 
through no human channel. The 
beauty, the clarity, and naturalness 
of divine Truth, the Christ, Truth, 
breaking in human consciousness often 
does bring healing in just this way. 
Tlie next nine years she spent in test- 
ing and proving her discovery. Nor 
was it an easy task to find words and 
phrases to suitably express her newlv- 
discovered understanding to those 
about her. These years were ones of 
seeming struggle and trial as she 
ought to blaze a spiritual trail 
through the deep tangle of material- 
ity. a trail which others might more 
easily follow. At last these years bore 
rich fruit in the form of the Christian 
Science textbook which, as we nave 
seen, was given to the world in 1875. 
Tims was Christian Science formally 
and officially presented to humanity. 

Ever-Presence of the Christ-Light 

That which took place in the ex- 
perience of Mrs. Eddy when the light 
ante to her— the incident we spoke 
»f a moment ago as tlie disco very- 
was nothing new or unusual. The 
Bible, ou wliish Christian Science is 
based, provides many examples of this 
penetration of light into human con- 
sciousness, the process of revelation. 
On tlie opening page of that bonk we 
find that the first recorded act of cre- 
ative Mind. God, was the introduction 
»f light —"Let there lie light." Where 
tlu* darkness of chaos seemed t « * be. 
there the light of reality, of divine 
irder and perfection, prevailed. Abra- 
ham saw and talked with the angels 
under the great oaks at Mature, and 
gained undoubtedly a vision of the 
true light, the light of divine Truth. 

There were others too. Jacob, for 
example, uerceived the light very dim- 
ly. hut it sufficed, it came in a ill earn, 
or so it seemed to him. for then it was 
that he saw the angels of God 
ascending and descending from heav- 
en Moses caught tlie light at the 
burning Inisli when God revealed Him 
..■If as “l AM THAT I AM.” Elijah 
perceived it startlingly at Carmel, that 
ancient, rock-ribbed, storied headland 
which thrusts itself so boldly out into 
tlie hi lie waters of tlie Mediterranean. 
It seemed to him then to lie a consum- 
ing tire. Jesus, on the mount of trans- 
figuration. literally battled in light. 

There is. however, another instance 
I to recall It Is of* a dl 
sort. Imt it serves admirably to il- 
lustrate the coming of the light, as 
well as the mortal resistance to the ap- 
pearing of t lut t light. Such resistance 
is one of *he aspects of the carnal or 
mortal mind most difficult to explain 
until tlie nature of that mortal mind is 
understood in Christian Science. This 
time tlie light came suddenly and 
hlindinglv It left Hie one to whom it 
'■ame stunned as hv a physical blow. 
It came in tin- broad glare of midday 
on a heavily traveled highway. It pen- 
et rated and dissipated tlie mental 
darkness and cruelty of one bent on a 
destructive errund. A stream of 
water, played upon a mountainside, 
disintegrates, reduces, and removes it 
in somewhut tlie same fashion. A 
li ree-da v period of actual physical 
hlindues followed this experience of 
Saul of Tarsus on tlie Damascus road 
In t lit* t interval of introspection 
and retrospection now carried mi in 


portance. It is this: that God sup- 
plies His children unfailingly with 
ideas, and that these ideas, in turn, 
furnish mortals with all their human 
needs Stated differently, Christian 
Science teaches that this revealing 
light of divine intelligence, which il 
laminated Mrs. Eddy's consciousness 
as it did that of Paul, comes alike 
to all whose consciousness is open 
to perceive it. In this revealing light, 
tlie idea or ideas which will meet 
tlie human need of tlie moment must 
appear. 

Tills point in Christian Science is 
is of deepest importance. “Ideas." 
Mrs. Eddv says at page 88 of Science 
and Health, "are emanations front tlie 
divine Mind." to which she adds. 
"Thoughts, proceeding from .lie brain 
or from matter, are offshoots of 
mortal mind: they are mortal ma- 
terial beliefs.” Remember this dis- 
tinction between spiritual idrns and 
thouphts emanating from the brain 
as we go on. Ideas can never lie lost, 
destroyed. misplaced, or 1 stolen. 
Furthermore, they are always pro- 
ductive — productive of good. Mere 
thoughts, as all know only too well, 
frequently, if not always, as 
valueless as the thistledown that 
floats aimlessly in the autumn haze. 

Remember, also, now ind always, 
tltis vital fact: (I quote from Hie 
Christian Science text hook, page 7 » 
that “It. <s tlie all-hearing and all- 
knowing Mind, to whom each need 
of man is always known and by 
whom it will lie supplied." When the 
full significance of this statement 
breaks in upon a human conscious- 
ness groping in tlie dark, it may for 
a moment seem lik** a blinding glare 
of light : vet it is in exactly such re- 
vealing. regenerating light that all 
true spiritual growth must he made. 
Without material, physical light no 
so-called natural growth can take 
place So it is with mortals: without 
the light of Spirit they must ever 
grope in darkness.

From the dooryard of her 
omfortahle farm home, with its 
abundant homely duties, stretched a 
broad panorama of mountains and 
valleys almost poignant in their charm 
and endless in variety. Rugged hills, a 
lohle river, brooks and forests, orch- 
ards and cultivated fields, churches, 
schools, ami villages, spread out tie- 
lore her in a grand and inspiring 
vista. To look upon this scene today, 
not greatly changed, is to lie reminded 
inevitably of a phrase Mrs. Eddy used 
long afterward to describe the infinite 
ange of a consciousness liberated by 
divine Science: namely, “conception 
unconflned.” 

Neither Jesus nor Mrs. Eddy. then, 
were strangers to the ways of tlie 
world.

today, finite as effectively as it was 
used by Jesus on the shores of the 
Galilean Sea. But there must he 
kept in thought constantly a clear 
sense of what this ever-present Christ 
is. Listen to Mrs. Eddy. In a chapter 
of iter textbook called “Science of Be- 
ing." she portrays the Christ in 
words so simple and direct, that once 
heard and comprehended, the plCthre 
they create must remain In thought 
forever. "The invisible Christ was 
imperceptible to tlie so-called personal 
senses, whereas Jesus appeared as a 
bodily existence. This dual person- 
ality of the unseen and the seen, the 
spiritual and material, tlie eternal 
Christ and tho corporeal Jesus mani- 
fest in flesh, continued until the 
Master’s ascension, when the human, 
material concept, or Jesus, disap- 
peared. while the spiritual self, or 
“lirist continues to exist in the eternal 
order of divine Science, taking away 
Hie sins of the world, as the Christ 
has always done, even before the hu- 
man Jesus was incarnate to mortal 
eyes” (Science and Health, p. 334). 
This Christ is God made manifest to 
humans, the Christ that saves. 

The Prayer of Affirmation 

Because the Christ has always 
operated in human consciousness ac- 
cording to a definite law or Science? 
and Jesus knew this, his prayers 
were constant affirmations of the ever 
presence and all-power of this Christ- 
law. rather than petitions to a far- 
off Father to grant him some special 
favor. Mrs. Eddy’s revelation that 
Principle was God and underlay all 
li sing, enabled her *to see the vital 
truth which formed the basis of the 
Master’s demonstration. She saw that 
God was Life, All; that disease, decay, 
ileatli. being no part of divine Life, did 
not, could not. really exist as fact, 
that they only appeared to a false un- 
man sense to be real. 

Seeing this, she quickly realized, 
and afterward taught, that the most 
effective prayer consisted of deep, per- 
sistent, affirmations of God’s allness. 
His goodness, li is loving care of His 
children. She coupled this prayer 
with another, also one of affirmation, 
namely: that evil, sin. disease, and 
death were unreal, powerless, and in 
•a pa hie of destroying the harmony of 
being. Of Jesus she once said, that his 
humble prayers were deep and con- 
scientious protests of Truth" (Science 
and Health, p. 12). This was her 
method and the method she taught 
consistently. Truth must, because of 
its very nature, uncover and destroy 
every falsity which confronts it. 

Healing Described 

An excellent illustration of Chris- 
tian Science prayer, based upon this 
dependable method, is given by Mrs. 
Eddy in her textbook at page 184. De- 
scribing tlie healing of one suffering 
from pulmonary tuberculosis at a time 
when consumption was universally 
held to be incurab.le, she tells of sitting 
by the side of this patient who always 
breathed with the greatest difficulty 
when the wind was in the east. Mrs. 
Eddy remained silently beside the 
sufferer. Quickly tlie breathing became 
normal and soon the patient was 
healed, not only of the immediate 
suffering, hut of the disease itself, 
and healed permanently, though as 
Mrs. Eddy pointed out by calling at- 
tention to a near-by weather vane, the 
wind was still in the east. The treat 
ment had not altered the current of 
the wind, but had changed the pa- 
tient’s belief about wind and its ef- 
fect upon her. Truth had destroyed a 
He. 

Mrs. Eddy gives no further details 
of this healing except to say (Science 
and Health, p. 185). “My metaphys- 
ical treatment changed the action of 
her belief on the lungs." In the chap- 
ter in Science and Health entitled 
“Christian Science Practice" sho re- 
fers again to the treatment of this 
disease, and at page 425 replies to the 
question, "What if the belief is con- 
sumption?" by saying, “God is more 
to a man than his belief, and the less 
we acknowledge matter or its laws, the 
more immortality we possess.” To 
affirm that only good really is, and 
to believe it, means that we are ready 
and willing to take from the Father, 
who is the source of all good and the 
only source, that which He so richly 
bestows upon His children. To real- 
ize this means that one understands 
what :i Christian Science prayer ac- 
tually is, and how it may he employed 
effectively to bring into human ex- 
perience those things which Jesus 
declared would lie added to all those 
who sought first the kingdom of God 
ind His righteousness. 

Significance of Christian Science 
Prayer 

One more word about prayer is 
necessary. A Christian Scientist 
spends much time in prayerful listen- 
ing for the voice of God.

He 
recalls that Christian Science teaches 
that "ears." sclent iflcully defined, 
stand for "spiritual understanding" 
(Science nnd Health, p. 585). Tims 
lie entertains an inward conviction, a 
deep assurance, which satisfies him 
that God, divine Mind, will direct him. 
Hence, he waits patiently for divine 
guidance, though such waiting is never 
Idle waiting. On the contrary, it is 
most vigorously active waiting, us any- 
one will testify who has faithfully 
endeavored to carry out tills plan. \ 
Christian Scientist never tells God 
what lie wants and then importunately 
lugs for it. He declares, rather, that 
his Father has already endowed him 
with all good, including heulth, use 
fulness, and the ability to glorify 
God. Then he waits confidently for 
tlie material niauifestat ion to tuk" 
place.

1 Do you not see. as this simple 
j Method is unfolded, how positively tills 
is the way of salvation? Do you not 
<*e how men are thus saved from the 
alsities. the fears, the doubts, the mi 
•ertaint ies of human experience? Do 
vou not see that tills must he a t no- 
way. becuuse following it has led so 
many straight into the haven of their 
dearest hopes? Men ire thus saved, 
not from mil failure, mil disease, real 
. offering, real pain, hut from the long 
held conviction Lhut these conditions 
are real They are lifted by tlie con- 
scious presence of divine Truth out ot 
this labyrinth of unreality into a new 
world of peace and hope and joy. 

Mrs. Eddy as Leader 

We have now looked critically at 
Christian Science as a divine revola- 
. ion and at Mrs. Eddy as revelutor. 
We have seen, as well, how Mrs. 
Eddy founded Christ inn Science as a 
world religion by demonstration, and 
•hereby demonstrated her right io he 
known as Founder. We have yet, 
however, to consider her as Leader. 
In what way was she Leader as 
well as Founder, mul why does she 
still continue to be. in the most pos- 
itive sense, the Leader of the Christian 
Science movement? Tills question Is 
easily answered by anyone familiar 
with her life and her writings. 

Again and again personally, and 
; h rough the printed page, Mrs. Eddy 
enjoined upon her students and mem- 
bers of her church that they follow 
her only so far as she followed Christ. 
It was. and continues to ho, there- 
fore. an impersonal leadership which 
lie exercised and continues to exer- 
- ise. Because tills leadership is based 
noon the impersonal and ever-present 
Christ. Truth, it will -ontinue to he ; he 
guiding star of all those who compre- 
hend and love the Christ. Therefore, 
in examining Mrs. Eddy’s leadership, 
we must constantly look as sho did to 
• he Christ- in order to find the motive 
that actuated each move she made 
from tlie moment of her first vision of 
that healing Christ. 

Tlie Christ is universal, confined to 
o spe- ial group, no favored spot, no 
"lden age. Its power an never be 
' hared in the sense of being divided, j 


hut may bo enjoyed by all alike In 
qual measure. Its mission is to es- 
tuhlish mankind in its rightful plnce 
>f dominion, that dominion over all, 

, he beliefs of a material existence 
which was promised to man in the 
beginning. Mrs. Eddy saw all this 
with the clarity of vision which the 
Christ itself alone supplies. Obedi- 
nco to the Christ-vision, implicit rnd 
unwavering, was the next outstanding 
pmiity which •haracterized her Joad- 
*rship. Tims impelled by the Christ, 
she proceeded to share, with all those 
who would listen, tlie healing and re- 
generating message she saw it was 
her great privilege and duty to pass 
ilong to others. 

Broadcasting the Healing Message 

To carry tlie message by word of 
mouth was fur too slow a method In 
i day and age so full of activity and 
mental virility as the late nineteenth 
century: so she wrote it down and 
published it in 1876, as we have seen. 
The many thousands of copies of Hint 
hook which have since been sold, nt- 
test beyond reasonable question, the 
universality of its appeal and the in- 
herent power of the word which it 
• 'Plains. The hunger of humanity 
for more, and still more, of the Christ 
and its appealing demand found its 
response again when Mrs. Eddy, obey- 
ing her high sense of the challenge 
of the Christ for a fuller and larger 
world recognition, established a 
church Tills church, he it under- 

stood. was not to glorify persons, her- 
self or others, nor did it provide a 
vehicle for individual ambition. It was 
designed as a nucleus, around which 
i hose who loved nnd wished to know 
more of the- universal Christ. Truth, 
might rally. 

Mrs. Eddy declared that “Jesus es- 
; iblishod his church and maintained 
his mission on n spiritual foundation 
of Christ-healing" (Science and 
Health, p. 136), and her purpose was 
to re-establish exactly such a church. 

Tliis purpose was fulfilled when in 
September of 1892 The First Church 
of Christ. Scientist, was organized nnd 
named. In the Manual of this church, 
containing its By-laws nnd written by 
Mrs. Eddy, there occurs a brief histor- 
ical sketch. Here is declared tlie basis 
and object of tills church. It “Is de- 
signed to be built on tlie Rock, Christ; 
even the understanding and demou- 
nt rat ion of divine Truth. Life, and 
Love, healing and saving the world 
from sin and dentil : thus to reflect 
in some degree the Church Universal 
and Triumphant” (Manual, p. 19 1 . 

Still responding to the summons of 
divine Love, her oft-used name for 
Deity, a summons which she under- 
stood to In* a demand, idle provided nil 
the needed equipment to make of this 
liurcli a spiritual legion “marching 
as to war.” as the poet phrases it. 
Each such step she saw as an expres- 
sion of the Christ-mind, the Mind 
"which was also in Christ Jesus.” Re- 
use it was a divine idea idle knew 
. lie could rely upon its divine source, 
God. to protect it. advance it. estab- 
lish it in human consciousness. There- 
fore. she was always content to re- 
main behind the idea, ever willing 
’ ' subordinate herself, having learned 
the lesson well that Principle, another 
of her much-loved names for Deity, 
could always he relied upon to carp 
i'or its own. 

In this fashion there was given to 
mankind this astonishing organization 
which we know ns the Christian Sci- 
ence movement, with its many church- 
es. its numerous publications, its va- 
ried activities for the promulgation 
and spread of the Christ-message 
which came to tlie Leader in that Soul- 
tilied year of 1866. Then does it not 
seem very clear to us all. that only one 
dominated by -and the word is used 
hero in the sense of being completely 
controlled or ruled by— the impersonal 
Christ could by any possibility have ac- 
• omplislied what Mrs. Eddy did? Re- 
caiiso it was ever the Christ. Truth, 
expressing itself constantly and im- 
porsonallv through her. Mrs. Eddy 
became the unquestioned Leader of 
the Christ iau Science movement. As 
an understanding of the Christ grows 
in human consciousness, resulting 
from a larger and clearer concept 
of her teachings, Mrs. Eddy’s position 
of continuing leadership must become 
ever more secure. 

Honor to Whom Honor Is Due 

Together we have now mentally 
climbed hill after hill from which we 
have gained more distinct views of 
Christian Science and its Discoverer. 
We now see that the whole story of 
Christian Science is one of the coming 
again of the loving Christ-idea in a 
form men and women of today can 
miprehend. We see that tlie nies- 
iMiger who received tills message, 
bravely carried it, and finally, through 
great tribulation and infinite joy us 
well, established it in human con- 
sciousness, is entitled to all the credit 
men can bestow. 

Bui above all is tills cheering 
; bought: the presence of the Christ. 
Truth, in human consciousness, very 
largely now, is a fad. This wide dis- 
semination is due to the labors of 
Mrs. Eddy and her loyal and faithful

We both work and patiently wait for 
ihut time to otne when all mankind 
shall measure up to the standard so 
superbly pictured by Thomas Moore, 
in words which Mrs. Eddy undoubt- 
edly loved, for she quoted them many 
years ago: 

“When from the lips of Truth one 
mighty breath 

Shall, like u whirlwind, scatter in 
its breeze 

The whole dark pile of human 
mockeries; 

"Then shall the reign of Mind com- 
mence on earth. 

And starting fresh, as from a 
second birth, 

Mun in the sunshine of the world’s 
new spring, 

Shull walk transparent like some 
holy thing.” 

The Immutable Vision 

What more remains to be said? 
We have envisioned together tonight 
tin* breaking of the glorious light of 
Truth. We have seen it grow 
stronger and brighter in human con- 
sciousness. We have realized more 
than ever before, thut mortal man 
does become, as he opens his eyes 
more widely to the ever-present Christ, 
a greater transparency for good. 

We are convinced that as he be- 
comes more and more such a trans- 
parency, he may and does bring into 
his own experience and that of those 
with whom he comes in contact, a 
larger and fuller, a richer sense of 
health, vigor, joy, harmony, and 
abundunce. This vision is one we can- 
not lose. It will abide with us forever. 

Robert Browning voiced his thought 
of tiiis vision in words I wish to leave 
with you in parting: 

"I aiu a wanderer: I remember well 


One journey, how I feared the track 
was missed, 

So long the city I desired to reach 

Lay hid: when suddenly its spires 
afar

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Wonderly Being Tried 
For Fraudently Getting 
Soldiers’ Aid From City 


His Family Had Over $15,000 
Deposits in Several 
Banks 


The trial of Paul E. Wonderly, 44 
of Hayden row, Hopklnton, charged 
with making false representations In 
order to obtain soldiers’ relief from 
the City of Newton, started In the 
Superior Court at Cambridge on Wed- 
nesday. Wonderly, a former Rox- 
bury resident, resided In Newton 
about six years, thus obtaining a 
“settlement” In this city. He then 
moved to Hayden row. Hopklnton, 
and was residing there while getting 
aid from Newton. 

Testifying at the trial yesterday, 
Edmund T. Dungan, Director of the 
Newtpn Soldiers’ Relief Department, 
stated that Wonderly’s case had been 
Investigated by Haro’ld E. Haffey, an 
other recipient of soldiers’ relief, who 
formerly had served as an Investiga- 
tor In the department. Others had 
also Investigated Wonderly’s case. 
For a time, Wonderly received $15 a 
week from the city, and In August, 
1938, the aid was Increased to $20 
per week. In November, 1938, for 
three weeks, while Wonderly was In 
a government hospital being treated 
for alleged mental trouble, In No- 
vember, 1938, the city paid $29 a 
week to provide for Wonderly’s fam 
ily at Hayden row, including the cost 
of a housekeeper. Dungan testified 
that while Wonderly was receiving 
$1459.95 aid from the city, between 
April, 1938 and April, 1939, the recipi- 
ent purchased an automobile. Won- 
derly also conducted a hat shop at 
Framingham. In October, 1938, while 
reoelving relief, Wonderly, In addi- 
tion, received wages from the New- 
ton Street Department, as a tempor- 
ary employee. 

Employees of several banks testi- 
fied regarding deposits In their Insti- 
tutions in the names of Wonderly 
and members of his family. Wonderly 
started one account after he com-

Recreation Board 
Plan Community 
Centre Buildings 


The Newton Recreation Commission 
has appointed a subcommittee con- 
sisting of Howard L. Rich and Irv- 
ing Paul to formulate a 5-year plan 
for the construction by the city of 
buildings as community centres. The 
conduct of community centres has 
been receiving more attention the past 
couple of years from the city, and as a 
result the former Playground Depart- 
ment was evolved into the Recreation 
Department. For many years a com- 
munity centre was conducted at the 
Stearns School. Nonantum, by the 
Playground Department, and assist- 
ance was given by the department in 
the operation of the Neighborhood 
House at West Newton. Recently com- 
munity centres have been established 
at the Emerson School, Upper Falls, 
and the Bowen School, Thompson- 
ville. In the newer schools facilities 
have been provided for community 
gatherings. 

The Recreation Commission has ap- 
pointed John F. Donahue of West 
Newton as supervisor of skating to 
succeed the late Leo Hughes. Mr. 
Donahue has been associated with 
playground activities for many years. 
The commission also announced that 
the West Newton Common playground 
will not be flooded this winter for 
skating purposes as it has been in 
past winters. This action was taken 
as an economy measure. The subsoil 
at this area is of a porous nature and 
large quantities of water have to be 
used there before the field becomes 
flooded. Playground employees have 
to be paid overtime while flooding the 
common at night, and attendants have 
to be stationed there. The children,

At that time the blaze was centered 
near the centre of the building on the 
Crafts street side, and dense smoke 
poured from the structure, handicap- 
ping the firemen. Windows were 
smashed to vent the building, and 
the flames rapidly spread through the 
mill and worked through the roof.

“That the Claims & Rules Commit- 
tee by and with the advice of the 
City Solicitor, he requested to pre- 
pare and submit for the consideration 
of this Board, amendments to the ex- 
isting ordinances of the city, neces- 
' <ary to accomplish the above pur- 
1 pose." 

Early this’ year, following charges 
made by Alderman McCabe regard- 
1 ing alleged abases in the Newton 
j Soldiers’ Relief Department, a special 
committee of the Aldermen was ap- 
pointed to investigate this depart- 
ment. Among other things. Aider- 
man McCabe had told his fellow mem- 
bers of the Aldermen, that one re- 
} cipient of Soldiers’ Relief in New- 
! ton had received from the city in one 
1 year, a total of nearly $5000. plus 
j -everal hundred dollars he had re- 
, * eived from the Federal government. 
Recipients of Soldiers’ Relief are en-

PARKING PROBLEM 

To the Editor: 

The following note about parking in 
business areas from the News Let- 
ter of the American Society of Plan- 
ning Officials of December may be of 
interest to those who are trying to 
solve the" store parking problem: 

STORES PROVIDE PARKING 

A survey conducted by the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association in 75 
cities in 31 States reveals that nearly 
half of all stores covered offer park- 
ing facilities of some kind to the shop- 
per. Such facilities may cost the mer- 
chant as little as 3.6c (three and six- 
tenths cents) per car. The survey 
showed a minimum cost of .02 per cent 
of net sales, with a median figure of 
.11 per cent. 

There may be other data that the 
editor may know of that will prob- 
ably help those trying to solve this 
difficult problem in our restricted 
widths of streets. We are in a new 
era as compared with the time that 
our streets were planned and the mod- 
ern methods of transportation do not 
tit the old-time planning.

Various city governments of New- 
ton in years past have shown not 
only poor judgment by their fail- 
ures to eliminate existent traffic haz- 
ards when favorable opportunities 
were presented, but also lack of fore- 
sight in not removing traffic hazards 
when such work could be done at 
comparatively small cost. Forty-five 
years ago when Washington st. was 
widened in conjunction with the low- 
ering of the Boston & Albany tracks, 
there was strong agitation for the 
removal of the old hank building on 
the island at Newton Corner, and for 
the removal of the few small build- 
ings then owned by the late James 
French at the southeast corner of 
Washington and Centre sts. These 
takings could have been made at that 
time without large cost. Had theso 
properties been purchased then by 
til*' city, the serious traffic conditions 
which have since prevailed at Newton 
Corner, would have been avoided. Ten 
years ago when the old Eliot Block 
was torn down, the writer endeav- 
ored to have the Board of Aldermen 
take a small area of land to widen 
the very dangerous corner at Centre 
and Elmwood sts.. but his efforts 
were in vain. A small taking at the 
Northwest corner of Centre and Pearl 
sts. during tiie several years this lot 
lias been vacant, would have prevent- 
ed the blind corner now created at 
this heavily traveled point, caused 
by the erection of the new market 
there. On Centre st. near the old 
cemetery is a very dangerous curve. 
Many accidents have occurred there, 
and traffic policemen nre frequently 
stationed at this spot to apprehend 
automobile drivers who pass other 
cars on this blind curve. It would 
not cost the city much to take suffi- 
cient of the vacant land abutting this 
curve on the former Colby estate. 
Before many years, it is probable this 
land will have been built on, and the 
dangerous curve will remain to men- 
ace future generations.

placed In operation. For a compara- 
tively short period all tin' combust I 
bles. tin-cans, et cetera, were carried 
to tin* incinerator. But not for long. 
It became evident that much time 
was lost by rubbish trucks in trav- 
eling front certain sections of the 
city to the incinerator at Eliot st. So 
combustibles and food containers 
were again deposited in the dumps, 
fires have been occurring and vermin 
have been breeding. 

A couple of years ago an army of 
cockroaches from tin* North st. dump 
Invaded the McKenna home on Far- 
well st. The McKennas made a vali- 
ant fight against tin* lings, but finally 
had to leave tlielr home. The city 
engaged insect exterminators to fumi- 
gate the McKenna house, and the 
’roaches were supposed to have been 
routed. They were, for a short time, 
but after the McKennas had returned 
to their home, other armies of cock- 
roaches again overran the house, fore 
ing the unhappy family to abandon 
their home. The McKennas have 
been endeavoring to obtain redress 
from the city, and to have their for- 
mer home made habitable. The North 
st. dump is nearly filled now. and 
nothing but solid fill is being placed 
there at the present time by the city, 
although many tree stumps were 
dumped there. Combustibles and food 
containers are being dumped in the 
Pine st. dump at West Newton and at 
the (lump off Beacon st. near Cold 
Spring swamp. The Street Depart 
meat can’t take all the combustibles 
and food containers to the incinerator 
because it hasn’t sufficient money n« 
its disposal for this added cost. P 
would have been much more practical 
to have erected a far less costly in- 
cinerator at Eliot st.. and to have 
erected a second, not too costly in- 
cinerator at the North side of the 
city The Eliot st. incinerator is tiie 
second costlv mistake at that locus. 
Alongside it is the $100,000 stable, 
built a few years before the New 
ton Street Department largely replaced 
horse-drawn wagons by motor trucks. 

Another photographic reproduction 
in this week’s GRAPHIC is that of 
the Davenport lot in the old cemetery 
on Winchester st.. Newton Highlands. 
A member of this family left a small 
fund, the income of which is to pro- 
vide perpetual care for the family 
lot. Recently the sum of $79 which 
had accrued from the income of the 
fund, was used to improve the ap- 
pearance of the lot. But. the Dav- 
enport lot. and the other lots in the 
little, old cemetery on Windiest ci- 
st. will soon he quite close to a lum- 
ber yard on city-owned land adjoin- 
ing. A lumber company which oc- 
cupied a lot to the other side of 
the cemetery, has leased the lot 
(from the city) on the North side of 
the old burial place, and one large, 
unsightly shod had already been 
moved io the new locus. The Mayor 
and Aldermen apparently did not be- 
lieve in using tiie land the city owns 
next to the old burial place for the 
purpose of enhancing the appearance 
of the little cemetery. In former yars 
the lot was used as a pipe-yard. Sev- 
eral years ago this adjunct to the 
South Cemetery was discontinued. 
Now. it is to be succeeded by a lum- 
ber yard. Thus is the memory of the 
old-timers of the South Side hon- 
ored. 


Several years ago the Newton 
Board of Aldermen passed an ordi- 
nance forbidding all-night parking of 
automobiles on public streets. There 
were several reasons for this ordi- 
nance. To start with — the parking 
of automobiles on public highways 
without parking lights is a violation 
of a State law: it creates a serious 
traffic hazard. Using public streets 
for garages is an imposition on neigh- 
bors, handicaps the fire department, 
and prevents the proper plowing of 
streets after snowstorms. Now that 
winter has started, why does not the 
Newton police department enforce the 
ordinance? 

In the GRAPHIC this week are 
three photographs. One shows a small 
house at 34 Farwell st., Newtonville, 
near the North st. dump. It was 
formerly the home of Patrick Mc- 
Kenna and his family. A second 
photograph shows a part of the Nortli 
st. dump across Farwell st. from the 
McKenna house. The third photo- 
graph shows the Newton Street De- 
partment incinerator off tjliot st.. 
Newton Highlands. The incinerator 
was built in 1934 at a cost of over 
$184,000. For many years there had 
been agitation in Newton for an in- 
cinerator to end various nuisances 
caused by dumps. One such nuisance 
is — frequent fires at dumps which 
cause acrid smoke and smell to spread 
over wide areas. A second nuisance 
was the blowing of paper from dumps 
over surrounding neighborhoods. A 
third nuisance was the breeding of 
vermin in dumps. It was argued that 
by only depositing solid fill or non- 
combustibles in dumps, and by burn- 
ing combustibles and food containers 
(Including tin cans) in an incinerator, 
the dump nuisances would be elimi- 
nated. Also the need of having fire 
apparatus frequently sent to dump 
fires, and the resultant use of large 
quantities of water, would bo ended. 

After much discussion it was de- 
cided by the Mayor and Board of Al- 
dermen in 1934 to build an incinerator 
at Newton Highlands. And it was to 
be a super-incinerator; one that would 
not only burn combustibles, but also 
the garbage of this city. It was nr 
guod that It might bo more prac- 
tical and sanitary to burn garbage 
than to dispose of it ns pig-salad. One 
medical man. then a member of the 
Board of Aldermen, was strongly in 
favor of a garbage-hurtling incinerator 
and prophesied that nearby towns 
might refuse to permit garbage 
loaded trucks from Newton to travel 
through their territories. The incin- 
erator was built and in 1935 was 


Many residents of Newton have 
house pets. In Newton there are thou- 
sands of dogs and cats, rabbits, tame 
mice, tropical fish and birds of vari- 
ous species, including canaries, love- 
birds and parrots.

Herbert F. Bent conducted the Gos- 
pel meeting at the New ton Y. M. C. A. 
last Sunday; Charles F. Bacon played 
the organ and \V. H. Cartridge led 
the praise service.

Wednesday. 


The funniest feature of the city 
election on Tuesday was the race for 
School Committee member from Ward 
3 between Mr. and Mrs. George A. 
Walton; the former on tho Republi- 
can. the latter on the Citizens ticket. 
This was probably the first time on 
record where woman’s rights have led 
to husband and wife running for tho 
same office. Walton, having the Re- 
publican endorsement, won by a large 
majority. It is presumed that the har- 
mony of an esteemed family has not 
been disturbed by this political con- 
test. as the rival candidates came to 
the polls together.

Taxpayers’ Assn. 
States Position on 
Community Centers 

An announcement in the local news- 
papers made by the Newton Recrea- 
tion Commission refers to a five year 
building plan for the construction of 
buildings for community centre ac- 
tivities throughout the city. The New- 
ton Taxpayers’ Association heartily 
approves of community centers pro- 
vided they are not built and equipped 
by the city nor maintained by the 
city. Already, several sections of 
Newton have community centers, such 
as the Waban Neighborhood Club, the 
Squash and Tennis Club of Newton 
Centre, the West Newton Neighbor- 
hood Club and others. The Boy 
Scouts, the Girl Scouts, the Y. M. 
C. A. and various churches offer many 
advantages for citizens and their chil- 
dren for recreation of all sorts. These 
establishments are financed in various 
ways but not from city funds. The 
churches undoubtedly* would be will- 
ing to open their doors to added, com- 
munity activities if requested to do 
so. 

Tin* Taxpayers’ Association points 
out that the per capita debt in New- 
ton is now the highest of any city in 
Massachusetts except Boston. To build 
community centers out of taxpayers 
money will increase our debt. if va- 


rious communities in Newton feel they 
should have a club house of some 
sort, let them build what they want 
and raise the money themselves from 
the people who will use the com- 
munity center, and by annual dues 
take care of maintenance. 

The Taxpayers’ Association believes < 
that the time has come to call a stop 
to additional expense on the part of 
the city and that pie tax burden should 
be lessened, not increased. Citizens 
of Newton cannot complain about the 
cost of city government and the tax 
rate if they, at the same time, are 
advocating city financed Community 
Centers and bigger and better play- 
grounds. for these are among the 
items that keep our tax rate high.

Want Gas Station 
At Auburndale 


A third attempt to obtain a permit 
for a gasoline filling station at the 
corner of Commonwealth ave and 
Lexington st.. Auburndale. Is being 
made by the Franklin Savings Hank 
of Boston. A hearing on the peti- 
tion was held before the Aldermen 
on Monday night. John Finelli. at- 
torney for the petitioners, told the 
Aldermen that the savings hank took 
a $30,000 mortgage on the property in 
1932. and with the exception of a cou- 
ple of stores which were rented for 
a short period, the building has been 
vacant since that time, with no reve- 
nue coming In. He remarked that 
two previous petitions for a filling sta- 
tion permit there have been denied, 
but since two nenrhy gasoline stations 
have been discontinued, nnd persons 
who formerly objected to the grant- 
ing of a permit for a station at the 
locus, now favor such a permit. They 
believe that a well conducted sta- 
tion there will be an improvement 
over the vacant stores. Mr. Finelli 
said the 3 car lubritorium which would 
be erected at the station, will he 75 
feet from the street corner, and the 
station would be owned by the Gulf 
Refining Company. 

Ex-Alderman John Brocklesby spoke 
in favor of the petition. He said 
he resides opposite the locus, and the 
owner of the property where he lives, 
and who formerly opposed the grant- 
ing of the permit for a filling sta- 
tion. now favors it.

Details Given Of City-Built and 
“General Law” Streets 

In last week’s GRAPHIC was an 
artic le relative to the Increasing prob- 
lem to the Newton Street Department 
caused by the rapid disintegration of 
many streets which have been con- 
structed In this city In recent years 
on real estate developments by pri- 
vate contractors. These streets were 
built under the "General Law.” !n 
1937 City Engineer Harvey and the 
late Street Commissioner Mahoney, 
gave the following Information to 
the Public Works Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen regarding the 
construction of streets by tho New- 
ton Street Department, and tho con- 
struction of streets built by contrac- 
tors under the genernl law. 

Gravel Roads 

In streets to bo accepted under the 
General Law and under the Better- 
ment Law the maximum requirement 
for roadways at present Is a road- 
way pavement consisting of an eight- 
inch layer of binding gravel, surface- 
treated with an application of cold 
bituminous material covered with 
sand. Tho bituminous material Is ap- 
plied at the rate of gallons per 
square yard of road In accordance 
with specification No. 14 of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public 
Works. 

Bituminous material will not pene- 
trate gravel to a depth of more than 
% inch so that the final result or 
this kind of surfacing Is to produce 
a mat of bituminous sand to serve 
as a dust palliative and wearing sur- 
face. having a thickness of H Inch 
or. at most. % inch. Of course this 
type of roadway surfacing is not per- 
manent but is easily broken up by 
the skidding of auto tires, by frost 
nnd other agencies, and will probably 
require an additional application of 
tar and sand every spring. It has 
however, an advantage in that trenches 
nnd excavations that occur from time 
to time, as houses are built, can hr 
readily and cheaply repaired. In such 
a manner that the repaired places 
become Invisible. 

There is some maintenance cost on 
gravel roadways until such time us 
they are covered with a permanent 
surfacing. This maintenance cost may 
he as high as thirty-five (35) cents 
per foot of road per year. 

“Type D“ Roads 

Since 1931 it has been the policy 
of the City to construct Betterment 
Streets with a permanent roadway 
surface of bituminous concrete Type 
D. two inches in thickness, laid on 
a gravel base. 

The first application of Type D r 
this City was in 1925 on Turner st. 
Newtonvllle. It was a patented mate- 
rial at that time known as “Amie- 
’ site.” 

| The next time it was used was on 
j Agawam. Varlck nnd Neshobe rds.. in 
Waban. in 1931. 

“Type D" material has been used 
sine 1931 in the construction of all 
betterment streets and in no case 
b;ts there bpen any indication of rav- 
elling or disintegration. It is an ex- 
cellent type of roadway surfacing. 
The probable life of such a pavement 
Is a matter of conjecture but it may 
be good after 20 or 25 years on a resi- 
dential street. 

Type D roadway surfaces have, 
however, a disadvantage in that 
trenches and excavations are made 
from time to time, as houses are 
built, each house requiring that sev 
era 1 cross trenches lie cut through the 
pavemeut for service pipes. Heavy 
trucking and steam shovel work also 
tends to break up tills pavement dur- 
ing house building operations. These 
trenches and other excavations can- 
not be repaired in such a manner that 
tlie repaired places become invisible 
but, on the contrary, nearly always re- 
main an eyesore. Evelyn rd., In 
Waban. is an example of this where 
the permanent pavement was laid 
under the Betterment Law before 
many houses were built. 

It is fair to say that the ideal time 
to surface streets with the final per- 
manent pavement is after a substantial 
number of the lots on the street have 
been built upon and after sewers and 
public utilities an* in the street. St. 
Mary's st. and Blithedale st. ure not- 
abb example's of this as tin* lots are 
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nearly all built upon and the pave- 
ment will remain Intact for quite a 
few years. 

There is practically no mainte- 
nance cost on Type I) roadway pave- 
ment. 

Abutters on betterment streets are 
assessed a betterment to cover the 
cost of construction. The maximum 
amount assessed has for the past six I 
years been $4.50 per front foot. Costs 
in excess of this amount are borne by 
the city. 

“Type D" vs. Gravel 

At present all streets accepted I 
under the General Law have the gra- 
vel roadway and are built by con- 
tractors who may. or may not, be ex- 
perienced road builders while all 
streets accepted under the Betterment 
Law have Type D roadway surfaces 
and are built by City forces highly 
skilled In the art of road building. 

Consequently the City Is now ac- 
cepting streets of two different types; 
one having n roadway far superior 
to the other in appearance and dura- 
bility. 

It lias been questioned whether or 
not the City should abandon the prac- 
tice of the last six years of building 
betterment streets of Type D and 
build them of gravel as before. This 
would, in u sense, he taking a step 
backward. ,If the policy were adopt- 
ed the cost of laying the final per- 
manent roadway surface would be 
borne entirely by the City from 
funds appropriated for street resur- 
facing and it might be several years 
after acceptance before this expen- 
diture would he made. On the 
other hand, to require developers to 
pave their General Law streets with 
“Type D’’ might tend to retard de- 
velopment as the higher construc- 
tion cost of Type D roadways over 
gravel roadways would require a 
larger investment by the developer 
and would bo reflected in the selling 
price of homes. 

Here again; many streets would he 
built by contract, and accepted under 
the General Law, having permanent 
pavements before the houses are 
built, the single advantage of which 
seems to that a beautiful, smooth, 
black roadway might attract pros- 
pective home builders more than a 
gravel road would. 

There Is also the natural tendency 
of developers to let the construction 
work to the lowest bidder with the 
possible result that attempts at this 
kind of construction by contractors 
without proper equipment nnd ex- 
perience would tend toward the ac- 
quisition by the City of streets not 
built in accordance with the high 
standards of construction used by 
the Street Department In building 
betterment streets. 

If there is a middle course it would 
be to require General Law streets as 
well as Betterment Streets to have 
a permanent pavement only when 75 
per cent or more of the lots are 
built upon and sewers and utilities 
are in the street, and to require that 
all streets not having arrived at that 
stage of development, should have 
gravel roadways, to be paved later 
at the expense of the City. This 
however, seems unbalanced as Mr. A 
living on the first above mentioned 
street would have to pay for his per- 
manent pavement and Mr. B. living 
on the second above mentioned street 
would not have to pay for his per- 
manent pavement.

Alderman Hoffman refused 
to vote in favor of the $1300 appro- 
priation for WPA administrative ex- 
penses, and the $1700 for aid to de- 
pendent children because ho asserted 
that inadequate information hnd been 
given to members of the Ronrd on 
these two matters He commented 
that Alderman McKay, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, hnd fnilod to 
provide sufficient details on those mat- 
ters. Alderman Hoffman, at tho pre- 
ceding meeting of the Board, caused 
a recommendation for a $1500 appro- 
priation for WPA administrative ex- 
penses in Newton to be held tip. and 
commented that this activity would 
cost the city $32,000 this year. At 
that time Hoffman argued that the 
Aldermen hnd received no details ns 
to how this money for WPA adminis- 
trative expenses had been expended. 

Last Monday night. Harold Young 
WPA sponsors agent for Newton came 
to the meeting of the Aldermen and 
brought reports to show how the cost 
of the WPA administrative expenses 
In Newton were Incurred. The ex- 
penses Include the salaries of an ad- 
ministrative force of 11 persons, main- 
tenance of the old Adams School build- 
ing at Newtonville, where the Newton 
WPA headquarters are located; mate- 
rials and expenses of “white collar” 
projects: rentals of quarters for proj- 
ects: trucking of surplus commodities; 
transportation to projects: office sup- 
plies. and first aid supplies. In 1938 
$32,500 were appropriated for WPA 
administrative expenses: and $32.- 
333.64 expended. At the beginning 
of this year Mr. Young asked for 
$32,500 in liis budget, hut only $30,000 
were appropriated.

“Under the system heretofore in 
vogue a veteran has been allowed to 
call any physlciun of his choice. The 
cases have been sent by the physi- 
cians to the hospitals they favor, if 
hospitalization was necessary, in their 
opinion, and medicine has been pur- 
chased from any source at varying 
costs. There has been no medicine 
adviser to the department and sub- 
ject to a cursory check by the com- 
missioner as to dates the bills have 
been substantially paid as rendered. 
The hospitals have usually communi- 
cated with the department when pa- 
tients have been brought there, but 
no authorization for the calling of a 
physician or the purchase of medi- 
cine has heretofore been required.

Ask For Gasoline 
Station at L. Falls 

A petition from Joseph S. Cording- 
lev seeking a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 2300 Wash- 
ington st.. Newton Lower Falls, was 
given a public hearing before the 
Hoard of Aldermen on Monday night.

year and next, unless the 1940 ob- 
servance is advanced, it was possible 
to book ten games with four being 
played In November instead of the 
usual three. However, In 1940 New 
ton will meet Brookline as usunl on 
Thanksgiving Dny. probably on the 
21st of the month. This situation 
results in the elimination of the 
usual twelve day interval between the 
Waltham and Brookline conflicts, mov- 
ing the Brookline affair ahead to the 
Thursday after the Saturday battle 
with their Watch City rivals. 

But there are other important fea- 
tures on the 1940 list the next out- 
standing being the replacement of the 
Cambridge Latin and Rlndge Tech 
elevens with Woburn and Lynn Class- 
ical and the dropping of Arlington. 

The decision to postpone the open- 
ing game of the season for a week 
would normally have brought Arling- 
ton as the orange and black’s oppo- 
nent. As Arlington usually opens con- 
siderably earlief than Newton It meant 
that the Spy Ponders would be pretty 
well-advanced for a first-game oppo- 
nent. This past season Arlington 
opened on Sept. 16th and when meet 
ing Newton on Sept. 30th was playing 
its third game. Although Newton does 
not appear on the 1940 Newton sched- 
ule and will probably not be sched- 
uled in 1941 it is possible that this 
rivalry which has existed for ten con- 
secutive years, may be resumed with 
Arlington taking a later date on the 
local schedule. 

For the opening game Newton 
school authorities stated that they de- 
sired to schedule a team which was 
willing to come to Newtonville each 
year rather than under the usual 
home and home arrangement as it was 
further desired to play five games 
at home and four away.

Lynn Classical will replace the 
Rindgo Tech affair under a two-year 
home and home agreement. For some 
years Lynn has been desirous of 
meeting Newton and as conditions 


sin rounding the Newton-RIndge 
agreements were not altogether sat- 
isfactory on either Newton or Rindge’s 
part the change was made 

For the first time in the Newton- 
Quincy rivalry the orange and black 
will play In the Granite City. Until 
the past two years the Quincy eleven 
has bad no satisfactory playing field 
but the development of a new field 
and Improved conditions now make it 
possible for the two schools to enter 
Into a home and home agreement. 
Quincy thus becomes one of Newton’s 
four games away from home. The 
Everett contract has been renewed 
for two years with Newton going to 
Everett in 1940. Under existing 
agreements with Medford and Fitch 
burg which expire after next year’s 
games, the blue and white will come 
to Newton for the first November 
game and Newton will go to Fitchburg 
the following week, the red-clad horde 
having invuded Newton this past 
Armistice Day. Newton's fourth away 
from home game will be the Waltham 
fray. 

During the past season Coach Owen 
MacDowell’s charges played ten 
games, seven with Class A elevens 
and three with Class B teams. These 
three Class B teams were Cambridge 
Latin, Quincy and Brookline. In 1940

‘Save It for Newton” is the slogan 
of the Thrift Center recently estab- 
lished at 392 Centre st., Newton. It is 
managed by the Newton Community 
Council with the aid of committees of 
the Newton Hospital Aid Association 
and the Newton Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. The creation of the 
Thrift Center follows a careful study 
by a committee of the Community 
Council chairmanned by Harold P. 
Carver, which revealed a great need by 
the Catholic Welfare Committee and 
the Family Service Bureau and other 
agencies for clothing for their clients. 
The study also indicated that a great 
deal of used clothing and household 
articles which war^ioeded for Newton 
people were going to agencies outside 
the city. 

Through the Thrift Center, the work 
formerly done by the Clothing Chest 
of the Mayor’s Relief Committee will 
be carried on and enlarged. Co- 
operating with the work of the Cen- 
ter are the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the Newton Hos- 
pital Aid Association. To aid the Cen- 
ter in its work of collecting, the New- 
ton Circle, Inc., has presented It with 
a truck. 

Used clothing and household arti- 
cles will he collected by the Center’9 
truck, sorted and repaired at the Cen- 
ter and made available to the Family 
Service Bureau and the Catholic Wel- 
fare Committee for families under 
their care. As the work of the Center 
expands, it is believed that material 
may he also supplied to families under 
the care of the City Welfare Depart- 
ment. 

Community Council officials point 
out that through the Thrift Center, 
Newton people make sure that used 
clothing and household articles are 
given to Newton families whose need 
is great. Thrift Center Bags are now

Replies to Newton 
Taxpayers’ Assn. 

Mrs. Terese G. Marshall, chairman 
of the Newton Recreation Commission 
has written a letter to Charles B. 
Jones of Locke rd.. Waban, replying 
to an article sent to newspapers by 
the Newton Taxpayers Association of 
which Mr. Jones is president. Mrs. 
Marshall in her letter stated that 
“she read with amazement the arti- 
cle. and it indicated that whoever 
wrote it is ignorant of the plans of 
the Recreation Commission, and 
wholly misunderstands the meaning 
of Community Centers as advocated 
by the National Recreation Associa- 
tion. The Recreation Department 
conducts already community centers 
at the Emerson School, Newton Up- 
per Falls: the Bowen School in 
Thompsonville. and the Stearns 
School in Nonantum: and in January 
will conduct one at the new Eliot 
School in Newton. Through co-oper- 
ation with the School Department we 
have had excellent privileges in these 
schools for handcraft, dancing, dra- 
matics, basketball, public speaking 
and similar activities. There is no 
intention on the part of the Recrea- 
tion Commission to propose the build- 
ing of separate community centers. 
What we do hope to accomplish is 
safe and sanitary conditions of our 
shelters and toilet accommodations.

1 940 School Budget 
Total $1,522,371 

The budget of the Newton School 
Department for 1940, as approved by 
the School Committee at its meeting 
on_Mo_nday night, totals $1,522,371. or 
$6566.70 more than the amount grant- 
ed for 1939. It is. however, $27,818 
less than the amount asked for in 
1939. No salary increases, other than 
the regular, annual step-rate increases 
are recommended. In referring to the 
budget, Supt. of Schools Warren sta- 
ted: — 

"In presenting the budget for 1940 
I would call your attention to the 
fact that the budget shows an In- 
crease of $6566.70 over the amount 
granted for 1939. but a decrease in 
asking of about $27,000 from the orig- 
inal amount requested by the School 
Committee for the current year, and 
a decrease of nearly $37,000 from the 
amount actually granted for the op- 
eration of schools in 1938. 

“The increase of $6,566.70 is due 
largely to the following factors: 

tl) Provision must be made for in- 
creased costs of school supplies, jan- 
itors’ supplies and fuel. 

C2) Two new elementarv schools 
replacing three small elementary 
school units call for increased charges 
in fuel, power, light and water. 

(3) Very must reduced spending 
last year for repair of furniture and 
equipment means that this year a 
larger expenditure must be made in 
order to protect the present Invest- 
ment in equipment and furniture. 

(4) Decreased amounts of Smith- 
Hughes and George-Deen moneys in- 
crease the amount that must be ap- 
propriated by the city for Trade , 
School salaries. 

(o) A transfer of $3,000 from the 
Trade School salary account to the 
Trade School “Other Expense” ac- 
count last year made possible a re- 
duced asking for Trade School sup- 
plies last year. Such a transfer is 
not possible for the year 1940.

Paul E. Wonderley. 44. of Hopkin- 
ton. was found guilty by a jury in 
Middlesex Superior Court on Monday 
of larceny of $1459 in soldiers' relief 
from the City of Newton, and on 
Tuesday Judg« Donnelly sentenced 
him to serve 6 months in Billerica 
prison. Sentence was deferred until 
January 3rd to enable Wonderley to 
spend the Christmas season with his 
three daughters. 

During Wonderley’s trial his sister- 
in-law. Miss Adelaide Blouin of Rox- 
bury, testified that most of tile money 
(nearly $15,000) deposited in a few 
hanks as trust funds for the defend- 
ant’s three daughters, was her own 
money, which she had deposited in 
the girls’ names because they were 
her nearest relatives. Mrs. Anna Troy 
and Mrs. Mary Morris, half-sisters of 
the Wonderley girls’ deceased mother 
also testified that they are trustees 
of an estate of which the late Mrs. 
Wonderley was a beneficiary and that 
they had paid $40 monthly to the girls’ 
father as their guardian, and at other 
times to their uncle, when he was 
guardian. 

Wonderley testified that he had lived 
in Newton between 1920 and 1934. and 
moved to Hopkinton in 1936. He ad- 
mitted working on the Newton Street 
| Department for several weeks after 
the hurricane in 1938 and having 
been paid at the rate of 63 cents 
an hour. He testified that during that 
time he also received the checks from 
the Soldiers’ Relief Department^ but 
he stated he did not use the money, 
but turned it over to Harold Haffey. 
then acting as investigator for the de- 
partment. Wonderley testified that 
Haffey told him the money would 
be turned back to the department 
and credited to his account. Wonder- 
ley said that in May. 1938. Haffey told 
him that he was entitled to have a 
woman as housekeeper at his Hopkin- 
ton home, and insisted that Wonder- 
ley would have to go to a hospital 
where he remained for four months. 

When the case came before Judge 
Donnelly for disposition on Tuesday 
morning. Alderman Clarence Colby, 
chairman of the special committee of

We have a personal regret in the 
sinking of tlie "Columbus" of the* 
North German Lloyd Line. We had 
been on the ship and met many of 
her crew. It was a magnificent boat 
and it is pathetic that such a mas 
terpiece of man's industry should he 
deliberately destroyed. It seemed 
suicidal for tin* Nazi government to 
order tlie ship out of its refuge' at 
Vera Cruz The boat’s top speed was 
20 knots an hour, and with Scores 
of 30 knot British naval warships 
patrolling tlx* Atlantic, it was prac- 
tically impossible that the big. slower 
COLUMBUS could run tlx* gauntlet. 
The fact that the Nazis took such 
a forlorn chance seems to indicate 
hat Germany is in desperate straits, 
at least for oil. of which tlx* COLUM- 
BUS reputedly had 50.000 barrels on 
hoard. In our opinion, the* COLUM- 
BUS incident presages a comparative- 
ly early ending of tlx* war between 
Germany. France and Britain. Ger- 
many lacks tlx* resources with which 
to carry on the tight. 

This Is the CHRISTMAS season 
Next Monday tlx* anniversary of tlx* 
birth of CHRIST will be observed. 
Over nineteen centuries have passed 
since the Messiah was horn, since lx* 
passed from this earth, and since his 
doctrlnc»s began to he preached and 
practiced. But over much of what 
was formerly Christendom there will 
be ibis Christmas many millions of 
people who will not be praising GOD. 
who will not be saying "Glory to GOD 
in tlx* highest: and on earth peace 
to men of good will." Instead, mil- 
lions scoff at tlie mention of GOD. 
and other millions who profess to be- 
lieve in Christ, are engaged in war. 
and in much of Europe there is no 
peace. Instead there is destruction 
and suffering. This country is sitigu 
larly blessed. II 1ms been spared, 
so far. tlx* horrors of war. Even 
though a large percentage of Its In 
habitants tie not believe in CHRIST, 
or if they do. fail to profess such 
belief, such persons will nlso parti- 
cipate in tlx* Christinas festivities In 
tills land They should he thankful 
that they have been spared the or- 
deal through which the peoples of 
European countries lmve been and are 
going. And many of the people of 
Mils IT. S. A., should in their deal- 
ings with their fellow men practice 
those doctrines of Christ which they 
pretend to believe In. 


At East Cambridge this week a 
man was found guilty of fraudulently 
obtaining soldiers’ relief from tlx* 
City of Newton and for tills offence 
was sentenced to serve t? months in 
prison. This man deserved punish- 


ment. But. as was stated at his 
trial, then' have been others who 
also obtained relief from this city 
either fraudulently or undeservedly. 
In this period of economic distress, 
when so many millions of our people 
have been and are of necessity, de 
pending upon public aid. and when so 
many more millions of tho people of 
tills country are bravely carrying on 
in an endeavor not only to support 
themselves, but also tlx* multitudes 
on relief, the problem of relief has 
become Increasingly serious to tho nit 
Hon. the States and municipalities 
And so. now and then someone Is con- 
victed of having obtained public aid 
fraudulently, and Is punished for this 
"crime.” 

Wo believe it was Balzac who said 

"A criminal is not one who com- 
mits a crime, but one whose crime 
Is detected." A criminal is not ncccs 
snrlly one whose crime Is detected. A 
criminal is one who is convicted and 
sentenced after his crime has been 
detected. It is quite probable that the 
man who was sentenced this week to 
serve a term In jail in this soldiers’ 
relief case, would not have been 
prosecuted except for the fact that 
he became involved in a controversy 
over abuses in tlx* Newton Soldiers’ 
Relief Department, and ns a result 
bis case was investigated. Another 
result front tho investigation of his 
ease has been tlx* transfer of tlx* con- 
trol of this department from the 
Mayor of Newton to the Board of A1 
dormon, where tlx* control belonged In 
’tlx* lirst place, and the purging of this 
J department from conditions which per 
mitted abuses and Ineompotency in 
tlx* past several years So. good 
comes out of evil. 

While tlx* man who obtained $1459 
by alleged fraudulent means, has been 
convicted and is being criticised, there 
are others pointing tlx* linger of scorn 
nl hint who have legally obtained over 
a period of years much more money 
from public funds than lx* did illegal 
ly. These men (and women) have 
been employed regularly In private or 
public positions, with higher wages 
or incomes than many of us receive, 
and to outward appearances have been 
possessed of competent physical and 
intellectual vigor. Gortalnly (hoy have 
been able to perform duties calling 
for six*li ability. And yet, they have 
been regularly drawing from public 
treasuries compensation for allegedly 
being disabled. 

In Boston tho past week was a large 
demonstration participated In bv 
hundreds of men engaged In tho milk 
business.

the Aldermen which has been investi- 
gating the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment. and Alderman Frank McCabe, 
whose attacks on an alleged stooge 
in the department were responsible 
for its investigation, both urged leni- 
ency for Wonderley. So did Alder- 
man-Elect Richard Lee who served as 
counsel for Wonderley. Judge Don- 
nelly was told that Wonderley was a 
“piker” compared with other recipi- 
ents of relief from the Newton 
Soldiers’ Relief Department, and that 
Haffey had been “running the show” 
in that department. 

District Attorney Bradford asked 
that a ypar’s sentence be given Won- 
derley. Bradford said that Wonderley 
had not been framed, had been a very 
willing instrument in obtaining money 
fraudulently from the city, and was 
an artistic liar. The district attorney 
said that while it was true what 
Aldermen Colby and McCabe bad said 
about the rotten condition which had 
existed in the Newton Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Department, no more credit should 
go to Wonderley for exposing it. than 
should go to a rat for being caught 
in a trap. Bradford commented that 
his attention bad been first called 
to the Newton Soldiers’ Relief by Al- 
derman McCabe and that his office 
was shocked to find that $7200 of 
city money bad gone to Haffey in 15 
months, but that the orders on which 
he got this money had been counter- 
signed by Director Dungan of the de- 
partment. and there is therefore no 
evidence that Haffey took the money 
illegally. 

Replying to Aldermen Colby and 
McCabe’s pleas that Wonderley be 
placed on probation. Judge Donnelly 
said that out of consideration for the 
city of Newton, he could not let Won- 
derley go “Scott free.” The judge 
commented that conditions in the New- 
ton Soldiers’ Relief Department should 
be cleared up. Wonderley asked per- 
mission to address the court and told 
the judge — “Now. when this is all 
over, you don’t know all the facts 
yet.” Judge Donnelly replied that he 
had only passed on the evidence pre- 
sented.

Have To Replace 
Engine 3 Motor 

On recommendation of the Mayor 
the Aldermen at their ifteeting on 
Monday night appropriated $1752 to 
purchase a new motor for Engine 3 
of the Newton Fire Department.

Al- 
though the motor could bo repaired, 
the Maxim Company of Middleboro, 
makers of the fire engine, would not 
guarantee the future condition of the 
engine. So, Chief Randlett recom- 
mended that a new motor be pur- 
chased. Engine 3 has been in com- 
mission three years.

Urge Safe Driving 
During Holidays 

"Motor vehiclo deaths in the ap- 
proaching holiday season will bo more 
numerous than in any other period of 
similar length in the year,” Chief of 
Police Michael T. Hughes stated to- 
day in announcing a special safety 
drlvo during the holiday season. 

“Judging from past years, fatal au- 
tomobile accidents in the three weeks 
from Doc. 11 to Jnn. 1 will be 29 per 
cent above the overage of other three- 
week periods,” Chief Hughes con- 
tinued. "This Christmas holiday pe- 
riod record will be 50 per cent worse 
than the three weeks around Decora- 
tion Day, 40 per cent worse than the 
three weeks around the Fourth of 
July and 25 per cent worse than the 
three weeks around Labor Day if 
Newton follows the nationwide sta- 
tistics.” 

“In general pedestrians will ac- 
count for three out of every live fa- 
talities which may be suffered by 
our community during this period 
which should be the happiest of the 
year,” Chief Hughes declared. “There 
are more pedestrian injuries and 
deaths from motor vehicles in De- 
cember than in any other month,” ho 
added. 

The special holiday safety drive 
accordingly will be directed princi- 
pally at pedestrians and will bo built 
around a holiday safety poster de- 
veloped by the Automobile Safety 
Committee of the Lumbermen’s Mu- 
tual Casualty Company, Chicago, 
which is being donated to the city in 
large quantities by Alfred E. Fuller, 
local representative of the company.

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Aldermen Hold Special 
Meeting To Discuss New 
Motor For Engine No. 3 

Alderman Hoffman Asks Information About 
Maxim Apparatus Largely Used by Newton 


A special meeting ot’ the Newton 
Hoard of Aldermen was held on Fri 
day night, December 22, to reconsider 
a motion appropriating $17152 for the 
purchase of a new motor for Engine 
.1 of the Nowton Fire Department, 
The meeting was called by Mayor 
Childs after Alderman Carroll Hoff- 
man had filed uotice with the city 
clerk that he would move for re- 
consideration of tho appropriation, 
which was made at the regular meet- 
ing of tho Rourd on Monday night. 
Docemher 18. Eleven members of the 
Aldermen were present at the meet 
ing. They included President Floyd 
Racon, Fahey, Hoffman. Hughes, Raw- 
son, Colby. McKay. Jamieson. Mc- 
Cabe and Gaddis. 

Alderman Hoffman said the question 
before the Hoard had been brought 
up by him upon request of some of his 
constituents who doubted if he had 
voted properly when he approved of 
the $1752 appropriation, and because 
he believed that a lot of questions 
which had been asked should ho an- 
swered. Hoffman said that whatever 
ho stated should not he taken as a re- 
flection on the excellent Chief of the 
Newton Fire Department. The first 
question asked by Hoffman was — 
“What caused the motor of Engine :* 
to break down at the Strongman mill 
fire on the night of December 14. at 
ter the engine had been running only 
about one hour?” He commented that 
only one Alderman (Hughes) had 
asked this question on the night the 
appropriation was made, and he him- 
self felt guilty for voting without 
knowing tho cause of the motor break- 
down. He asked — “Was the break- 
down due to negligence, or was the 
motor of the wrong type, and should 
if ho replaced with another motor 
of the same make and type?” 

Hoffman said that the fire depart- 
ment has been run well, hut when 
a motor which should last 15 years, 
breaks down In 5 years, It should be 
looked into. He said that the New- 
ton Fire Department has the unique 
distinction of having almost entire- 
ly equipment bought from one com- 
pany (the Maxim of Middleboro) and 
the claims of competing companies 
should be considered. Newton has 
more Maxim apparatus than any other 
city and competitors claim It Is un- 
standardi/.ed. Hoffman said he had 
spent the greater part of that day in- 
specting the Maxim shop at Middle- 
boro and found it was more than a 
glorified garage as had been claimed. 
He said that although the company 
has been in business 5fl year* and 


has been making tiro apparatus 2t5 
years. It. is still a small company. 
He raised the argumeut that It is not 
wise for the city to buy all its n r* • 
apparatus from ono company, which 
may go out of business in the fu- 
ture, and that the equipment should 
he more diversified. Although the 
Maxim company has the reputation of 
not paying gratuities to politicians, 
and this may account for it not re- 
ceiving orders from some cities, he 
questioned if it is economy to buy 
tire trucks at lower costs, when the 
maintenance cost may he greater. Ac- 
cording to Hoffman, the list price of 
the 1 so horsepower motor in the 
Maxim fire engine is $1114. and the 
difference between this and the $1752 
must he for added parts and labor. 
He questioned If It is economy to pur- 
chase another such motor, and he 
moved for reconsideration, and Al- 
derman Hughes seconded the motion. 

Alderman Temperley raised the 
point that one of the city’s fire en- 
gines is out of commission and should 
lie replaced quickly. He feared that 
to l)e without proper protection might 
jeopardize Newton’s status as a Class 
A risk in fire insurance. He favored 
getting tlie motor replacement with- 
out delay and examining the cause of 
the breakdown later. Alderman Raw- 
son and McCabe agreed with Temper- 
ley and objected to reconsideration. 

President Floyd read a letter from 
Charles Hailey, secretary of the New- 
ton Taxpayers Association in which 
criticism was made of tho action of 
Chief Randlett in sending the dis- 
abled engine to Middleboro before 
any appropriation for the work of 
repairing or replacing the motor had 
been made. The latter also request- 
ed that tlie Roard of Aldermen dis- 
cuss tho matter in open meeting. 

Alderman Colby expressed his ad- 
miration for the efforts of Alderman 
Hoffman in trying to effect economy, 
but lie questioned if the Alderman had 
the power, under the city charter to 
go into this matter, or to consider 
what type of lire apparatus the city 
should buy. He said this is an execu- 
tive matter. He asked for a ruling 
on this point. Alderman McKay 
hoped the motion to reconsider would 
not prevail, us tlie executive depart- 
ment can be depended on to give care- 
ful consideration to this matter. Pres- 
ident Floyd ruled that Colby’s point 
was well taken. Chief Randlett of the 
Fire Department told of telephoning 
the Maxim company the night Engine 
3 broke down, how they sent a man

It 
was frozen to a sufficient thickness in 
some parts of the two bodies of water, 
but was not of tho proper thickness 
in other parts to safely support the 
large numbers who would have been 
on the pond and the lake had skating 
been permitted. There was skating, 
however at Ware Cove in Auburndale 
on tho river.

John R. Prescott, one of Newton’s 
best known and most respected citi- 
zens. died at his home. 271 Crafts st.. 
Newtonville, on Dec. 24. For 31 years 
lie hud been a member of tlie Newton 
Board of Assessors and bad been ac- 
tive in his duties until the Monday 
preceding bis death. Although 87 
years of ago, he was remarkably ac- 
tive both mentally and physically for 
a man of his years. He was a native 
of Vassalboro, Maine, and had lived in 
this city for over 60 years. His par- 
ents were both natives of Nantucket 
and he was a direct descendant of 
Thomas Macy. the first settler of that 
island. Before becoming a member 
of the Board of Assessors, Mr. Pres- 
cott had been treasurer ot the furni- 
ture firm of Anthony & Cowell. Prov- 
idence; and of Smith & Anthony, a 
Boston stove and plumbing concern. 

He was a charter member and past 
president of tlie Newtonville Improve- 
ment Association and years ago was 
responsible for two park areas being 


acquired by the city, in recent years 
he mok au a Tic«* part in the estab- 
lishing of a branch library at Newton- 
ville He was the author of the book— 
"Story of Newton,” of which 15,000 
copies were sold. Tlie proceeds from 
this volume Mr. Prescott donated to 
die library fund, and this made him 
the largest contributor. He was given 
the honor of laying the cornerstone 
of the library last March. He was also 
interested in civic affairs at Camdon, 
.Me., where he had his summer home. 
He was one of the founders of the 
Mount Battle Association there, and 
tlie author of "Glimpses of Camden.” 
He donated n inrge tract of land at 
Ragged Mountain. Maine, to the Ap- 
palachian Mountain Club and was 
made a life member of that associa- 
tion. He was a member of tlie First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, and of the 
Every Saturday Club. Mr. Prescott 
is survived by two daughters, Misses 
Helen W„ ami Marian I. Prescott, 
both of Newtonville. 

Mr. Prescott’s funeral service was 
held on Tuesday at Storey Chapel*

by this fund, which Mr. and Mrs. San 
tu Claus in appropriate costumes pre- 
sent'd to each patient on Christmas 
morning. The hospital was very fes- 
tivi ind Santa’s pack waa very full, in 
addition to the gifts which were care 
fully wrapped tor all patients, a few 
selected children who had been patient 
sufl' rers through very serious illness 
were given an opportunity to chose 
the gift they wanted most. Those 
gifts were provided by g< nerous 
ft Included a suit oi • o b< s 

for a fifteen-year-old hoy, a watch and 
tool kit for another boy. 

On every floor a gaily lighted tree 
lad<n with gifts. Winter scenes, 
wreath and other greens added to 
the f tive atmosphere. Although 
decorations and gifts play a large part 
in tin (’liristmas4iappineBB. a program 
is carried on for several days which 
is designed to prevent the patients 
from being disappointed at being away 
from their homes during this season. 
Earlier in December, Santa Claus, 
Santason and a jolly clown were sent 
by the Jordan Marsli Company to her- 
ald in the happy season and each 
child recelv* d a gift-wrapped package 
marked with his own nuine. Through 
the Hospital Aid Association, warm 
red flannel jackets were provided for 
each child und worn on Christmas 
Duy. 

"Caroling” began on Thursday be- 
fore Christ mas Duy when a group of 
Girl Scouts und the Newton High 
School Glee Club sang throughout the 
hospital; on Saturduy evening the Le- 
gion Band directed by Dr. Down 
pluyod curols Ja front of the hospltul 


So far this year ten persons have 
died in Newton ns a result of auto- 
mobile accidents, although ono of the 
ten was an aged man who slipped as 
he was alighting from a car and dic'd 
later of complications caused by his 
injury. Several of the victims were 
pedestrians, some of them aged per- 
sons. In many cities in this coun- 
try. including a number in Massa- 
chusetts. speed limits of 30 and oven 
25 miles an hour have been estab- 
lished. Springfield. Worcester and 
Waltham have adopted the latter lim- 
it. In cities where such speed limits 
have been set, the number of persons 
killc'd and injured in automobile ac- 
cidents has been greatly reduced. In 
past years various persons, including 
the writer, have suggested that n 
speed limit be established in New- 
ton. Such a limit was designated a 1 
few years ago by the Chief of Police, 
but it was not enforced. 

Recently Alderman Gaddis, chair- 
man of the committee on Street Traf- 
fle, advot ated a speed limit of 80 
miles an hour in Newton, hut had the 
impression that Chief of Police 
Hughes was of the opinion that such 
a limit might bo an intrusion on the 
functions of the court. Chief Hughes, 
however, informed the writer that he 
favors the 30-mile limit, and that 
signs specifying such a limit 
being painted by the Street Depart- 
ment. Chief Hughes states, that to 
ho effective, the speed limit signs 
should he of the type with reflector 
buttons, which could lie seen at night. 

Recently the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association held an open meeting at 
which General Daniel Needham, pres- 
ident of the Newton Safety Council, 
spoke on the topic — "The Problem 
»f Safety.” According to the report 
of Mr. Needham’s speech which we 
received, he stated that three “E’s" 
are necessary for highway safety; 
namely, Engineering, Enforcement of 
traffic regulations, and Education of 
the public. The writer was interested 
in the Newton Safety Council. We 
served as chairman at its organiza- 
tion meeting at the request of Mayor 
Childs, and it was at our suggestion 
that Mr. Needham was elected tlio 
first president of the Council and has 
since held that office. Wo regret that 
interest in the council has dwindled 
and that for the past couple of years 
its meetings have been poorly attend- 
ed. The council started out quite 
seriously, appointing committees on 
engineering, law enforcement, adult 
education, child education, publicity, 
etc. When the council was proposed, 
it was our idea that its purpose would 
be to arouse in the many thousands 
of automobile owners and operators 
in this city a respect for State traific 
regulations and city parking ordi- 
nances. We believed that the Council 
should campaign to inculcate in au- 
tomobile drivers consideration for 
the lives and safety of the public by 
cautious and considerate driving, and 
that it would work to stop the "fix- 
ing” of cases by offenders or their 
friends. We don’t believe adults 
need to be "educated” regarding traf- 
fic safety. Any rational person by 
observation and experience learns 
through the years of the dangers 
caused by reckless driving or reckless 
walking. Reckless driving isn’t 
caused by ignorance. It is caused by 
"cussedness,” meanness and selfish- 
ness on tile part of automobile opera- 
tors. And the same qualities, or lack 
of qualities explains wity so many au- 


foists ignore parking regulations, and 
this causes annoyance and hazards to 
the majority who obey such regula- 
tions. And pedestrians who endanger 
their lives by not using caution and 
common sense on public highways do 
so either because they are stupid, 
because they are too young to lmvo 
acquired good judgment, or their fac- 
ulties and judgment lmvo been 
dimmed by old age. And to protect 
safe driving automobile owners, and 
to safeguard little children and old 
folks crossing our streets, tlio only 
practical method is to establish rea- 
sonable speed limits. Ninety per 
cent of motorists don’t need such re- 
strictions; they are decent enough 
to drive carefully. But thoro uro 
many thousands of drivers in tlio 
other 10 per cent constantly endanger- 
ing human lives, and then squealing 
when they get enught, and attempting 
to "fix” cases. 

In ills nddress nt t lie Oak Hill Im- 
provement Association meeting. Gen- 
eral Needham was quoted as opposing 
"speed zoning" such as other States 
have adopted. He argued that weather 
conditions, invitation to speed-up to 
stated limits, and inequality of ex- 
perience in driving promote more dan- 
ger than safety. We can’t see the 
logic of Mr. Needham’s contentions. 
We have repeatedly referred to the 
excellent safety records of Rhode 
Island where "speed zoning” has been 
in effect for several years. In that 
State the speed limit in congested 
city districts is 20 and 25 miles per 
hour, 30 miles in the outskirts of 
towns, and u 45 mile limit in open 
country with clont* views. Mr. Need- 
ham mentioned that Providence, 
where the speed limits is 25 miles 
per hour, has tlio host safety record 
in tliis country, and that as a result 
of a 25 mile speed limit in Worcester 
fatal accidents have dropped 50 per 
cent. 

Although there is a Massachusetts 
law specifying 30 miles as a safe 
speed limit, Registrar Goodwin con- 
tinues to advocate a 50 milo snfo- 
driving limit daytimes, nnd 45 miles 
an hour at night or in wet weather. 
And then he blathers about the con- 
tinuing high number of automobile 
fatalities in Massachusetts. When 
Governor Saltonstnll and Registrar 
Goodwin will urge the adoption of the 
Rhode Island speed zoning method in 
this State, they will lie assisting in 
a reduction of the disgraceful num- 
ber of automobile fatalities in tills 
Commonwealth.

Some of 
those receiving it have encroached 
more and more on tho highways and 
sidewalks as tlio years passed, and 
tho practice has become such a nui- 
sance that Alderman Gaddis has re- 
delved complaints not only from citi- 
zens. hut from other storekeepers who 
do not resort to this uso of highways 
and sidewalks as outdoor markets, and 
object to unfair competition by those 
who do.

Aider- 
man Floyd said that no action could 
he taken by the Mayor until the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, because of Monday 
being a holiday. Alderman Colby 
asked for a ruling from the City So- 
licitor regarding whether, or not, the 
Mayor could take action the following 
day provided the motion to reconsider 
was not passed. Information came 
from the City Solicitor that whether 
a motion to reconsider was passed or 
not. t lie Mayor could not act until 
the following Tuesday.

Memorial Service 
For Rev. E. M. Noyes 

Memorial services for Rev Edward 
McArthur Noyes were held at the 
First Church. Newton Centre, on Wed- 
nesday. December 27. Dr. Noyes, who 
died at Daytona Beach, Florida on De- 
( • inher 17 was minister of that church 
for 35 years. Rev. Morrison R. Boyn- 
ton. pastor of tiie church read from 
the Scriptures, and Rev. Edward T. 
Sullivan offered prayer and gave the 
following tribute to Ills long-time 
friend and associate. 

The circumstances of this occasion 
do not admit of any adequate expres- 
sion of our own sense of bereavement 
and loss; nor of any appropriate or 
worthy estimate of the personality 
and services — of the affection and 
the esteem of more than a generation 
of people who knew that they were 
blessed by a great ministry. 

Our peoples, his and mine, are as 
close to each other as our houses of 
worship. The most intimate friends 
of mnnv of our people are members 
of his congregation. And the same is 
true of myself. We have been one 
people in many ways. When I was 
unable to officiate at a marriage in 
my own church (for whatever reason) 
he was nlways at hand to step in — 
and this particular service was ren- 
dered many times — off oner than any- 
body else knows. 

A peculiarly tender memory of my 
own Is the occasion many years ago 
when my dear friend, and pastor of 
the senior church In all this region, 
organized here a community reception 
in my behalf. A stranger, visiting in 
this town, said to Dr. Noyes that it 
was strange to see a Congregational 
minister giving (in his own church) 
a reception to an Episcopal minister. 
Dr. Noyes asked what there wns 
strange about that. The man said: 

“The strangest tiling about it is 
that you don’t seem to think that it 
is strange.” 

He had the intellectual ability of a 
competent scholar, if he had chosen 
that field for his life’s work. But 
thorough scholarship was manifest in 
all ills preaching; for he knew that 
lie had a congregation capable of ap- 
preciating the type of preaching that 
he was able to give them. 

Competent as he was. and known 
to he well able to deal with the ab- 
sorbing world topics of his day. he 
was ever mindful that he wns a man 
sent from God to minister to this peo- 
ple. And he preached tiie Gospel!!! 
The Gospel of the love of God for 
all his people of wlintever race, coun- 
try or color. 

He wns a man of God. recognized, 
honored and appreciated ns such hv 
iiis denomination, his community of all 
churches, and his own congregation. 
In his own important pulpit he fol- 
lowed a line of illustrious men and 
their mantel fell on ample shoulders 
— and their tradition was fully sus- 
tained. 

I)t\ Noyes was a "son of the Manse." 
There is nothing that speaks more 
for the life and work of the ministry 
than the number of “sons of the 
Manse” (the sons of ministers), who 
follow their fathers Into the life work 
of the Christian ministry. And sons 
in many cases who had every calling 
(and also alluring business oppor- 
tunities) wide open to them. 

He loved to preach. Elis own lus- 
ter wns lighted by his devotion and 
loyalty to his Master Jesus Christ: 
and you felt the glow of his consecra- 
tion to his work as a minister. 

Nothing is here for tears! He 
preached as if a burning thought was 
on his brow and his bosom ill sit 
ease until it was delivered. 

So lived and died n Christian min- 
ister. a scholar, a gentleman. No 
words surely more appropriate could 
In* said of him here in his own church 
in the midst of his own people who 
knew him and loved him. than those 
tender words of Horatio when Ilani 
let’s troubled spirit took its flight 
and passed to his reward: "Now 
cracks a noble heart: good nigiu. 
sweet prince, and flights of angels 
wing thee to thy rest.”
